1HAVE  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  Lordship  the  copy  of  a  petition  from 
the  Presbyterian  inhabitante  of  the  town  of  Niagara  and  its  vicinity, 
praying  fqr  an  annual  allowance  of  100/.  to  assist  in  the  support  of  a 
preacher.  - 

The  actual  product  of  the  Clergy  Reserves  is  about  700/.  per  annum.  This 
perition  involves  a  question  on  which,  I  perceive,  thwe  is  a  difference  of  opinl#, 
VIZ.  Whether  the  Act  intends  to  extend  the  benefit  of  the  Reserves  for  the 
maintenance  of  a  Protestant  clergy,  to  all  denominations,  or  only  to  those  of  the 
Church  of  England.  The  law  officers  seem  to  incline  to  the  fem«i>  latter  opi- 
nion. I  beg  leave  to  observe  to  your  Lordship,  with  much  respect,  that  your 
reply  to  this  petition  will  decide  a  Question  which  is  of  much  interest,  and  on 
which  there  is  a  lively  feeling  throughout  the  province. 

To  similar  requisitions  of  petitioners  of  our  own  church,  it  has  been  replied, 
that  I  hoped,  when  the  bishop  should  arrive,  some  satisfectory  arrantrement

iviHG  requested  the  opinion  of  His  Majesty's  law  officers  as  to  the  right  of 

Kssenting  Protestant  ministers  resident  in  Canada,  to  partake  of  the  lands 

direc^d  by  the  Act  of  the  Slst  Geo.  3,  c.  31,  to  be  reserved  as  a  provision  for 
the  s  ipport  and  maintenance  of  a  Protestant  clergy,  I  have  now  to  acquaint  you 
that  1  hey  are  of  opinion  that  though  the  provisions  made  by  the  8l8t  Geo.  3,  c.  31, 
88. 86  k  42,  for  the  support  and  maiutenanoe  of  a  Protestant  clergy,  are  not  con- 
fined solely  to  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of  England,  but  may  be  extended  also  to 
the  c  ergy  of  the  Church  of  Scotland ;  yet  that  they  do  not  extend  to  dissenting 
minii  ters,  since  the  terms  "  Protestant  clergy"  can  apply  only  to  the  Protestant 
clerg  f  recognized  and  established  by  law. 

Tl  ey  are  'further  of  opinion,  that  with  respect  to  the  38th  clause,  "  which 
empc  wers  His  Majesty  to  authorize  the  Governor  to  constitute  and  erect  parson- 
ages or  rectories  according  to  the  establishment  of  the  Church  of  England," 
provides  also,  "  that  he  may  endow  every  such  parsonage  or  rectory  with  so 
muci  of  the  lands  allotted  and  appropriated  in  respect  to  any  land  within  such 
towMhip  or  parish  which  shall  have  been  granted,  as  the  Governor,  with  the 
hfu  e  of  the  Executive  Council,  shall  judge  to  be  expedient." 
#1  der  these  terms  any  particular  parsonage  or  rectory  might  be  endowed  with 
ihc  '  irhole  lands  allotted  and  appropriated  in  that  township  or  parish ;  and  it 
wdul  1  be  inconsistent  with  this  discretionary  power  that  any  proportion  of  such 
landi  should  be  absolutely  retained  for  any  other  clergy  than  those  mentioned  in 
the  3Bth  clause  ;  and  they  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  incumbent  on  His  Majesty

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That  the  very  httle  proeresg  made  by  the  other  denominations,  compare4  tb  that  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  the  very  recent  establishment  of  their  scanty  COnmSations  has 
generally  created  m  the  minds  of  the  people  a  veneration  for  it,  as  the  ntablisEed  fom  of 
worship  a  light  m  which  it  has  always  been  presented  to  the  inhabitant,  of  the  Province,  from 
Uieir  earbest  years ;  for  the  venerable  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  iH^oreiim 
Parts,  ever  attentive  to  the  spiritual  wanU  of  the  colonies,  sent  missionaries  to  th Jprincioal 
stations  of  the  Provmce  on  lU  first  settlement,  multiplying  them  as  tlw  populatioiVincreased 
tiU  It  pleased  His  Majesty  to  form  Lower  and  Upper  Canada  into  the  diocese  /of  Quebec* 
"  and  to  appoint  a  bishop  to  cherish,  extend,  and  govern  the  infant  church.  ' 

That  under  the  suoerintendence  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec,  the  number  4f  clenrvmen 
of  the  Established  Church  in  this  part  of  the  diocese  is  at  present  93,  who  dfe  not  oMitine 
their  services  to  the  oanshes  id  which  they  reside,  but  give  occasional  attendance  in  many 
other  places,  and  make  fretjuent  journeys  into  the  new  settlemento  in  thei/ vicinity  \md- 
faimg  children,  and  prewhing  to  the  people.  That  nearly  40  applicatiook  for  cfergymen 
nave  been  made  to  the  Bishop  and  Government  from  various  parte  of  thf  Trovince,  at  most 
of  which  churches  are  built,  or  in  progress,  and  twice  that  number  of  applications  may  be 
expected  before  the  former  caa  be  satisfied,  for  owing  to  the  want  of  means  onfr-fourUi  of 
the  clergy  necessary  for  the  ptoulation  cannot  be  supported.  Such,  indeed,  i»  now  the 
state  of  the  Province,  and  the  desire  for  reUgious  instruction  according  to  the  forms  and 
discipline  of  the  Church  of  England,  that  many  inteUigent  persons  well  acquaihted  with 
the  colony  are  of  opmion,  that  albng  the  greater  part  of  the  main  road  passing  from  one 
extreimty  of  the  Province  to  the  bther,  a  distance  of  nearly  600  miles,  a  church  inieht  be 
erected,  and  a  clergyman  profiti^ily  placed  at  the  distance  of  every  ten  miles,^  and  this 
exclusive  of  the  parishes  already  established. 

That  when  new  missions  are  planted  in  any  quarter,  not  only  do  those  persons  re^ily  join 
who  are  not  yet  particniariy  attached  to  any  denomination,  but  even  Presbyterians  and 
Coneregationahsts  attend  public  worship  with  their  families,  so  that  on  many  occasions  the 
whole  neighbourhood  becomes  united  to  the  Church,  and  not  only  are  their  dead  buried 
according  to  ito  rites,  but  likewise  the  bodies  of  their  friends  and  relations  are  frequently 
collected  from  private  places  of  interment,  and  again  consigned  to  their  gi»ves  in  the  public 
bunal  ground,  with  the  solemn  offices  of  the  Church.  Moreover  their  children  are  bap- 
traed  and  educated  in  the  bosom  of  the  Church,  and  the  greater  number  at  length  confirmed 
by  the  Bishop,  and  a  congregation  is  thus  in  a  few  years  formed,  strongly  attached  to  ear 
venerable  establishment ;  and  even  in  those  remote  parte  of  the  country  where  the  Metho- 
dist itinerante  are  the  most  active,  so  soon  as  the  population  is  sufficiently  compact  to  admit 
and  require  the  ministrations  of  a  regular  clergyman,  he  finds  his  congregation  incnsasine 
by  the  gradual  accession  of  their  more  respectable  adheienta.  , 

That  the  Church  is  increasing  so  rapidly  as  to  offer  great  encouragement  to  respectable 
families  to  bring  up  their  children  to  the  sacred  profession ;  accordingFy  a  list  of  mwe  than 
SO  studente  now  lies  before  your  Lordships'  petitioners,  «nd  many  more  young  men  than 
can  possibly  be  provided  for,  are  presenting  themselves  to  the  Lord  Bishop  as  candidates 
for  holy  orders. 

Your  Lordships'  petitioners  beg  further  most  humbly  to  represent  it  as  their  opinion,  that 
the  greater  proportion  of  all  the  various  denominations  of  Protestante  may  be  expected  to 
conform,  so  as  at  length  to  include  the  great  mass  of  the  population,  a  result  whichapoears 
highly  probable,  from  the  following  fecte :  "^ 

1st.  The  Lutheran  clergymen  have  generally  conformed,  and  brought  their  coniriceations 
alone  with  them.  -o  -o 

2d.  Several  Presbyterian  or  Congregational  clergymen,  for  both  names  are  used  pro- 
miscuously in  this  country,  have  solicited  the  Lord  Bishop  to  be  admitted  as  candidates 
for  holy  orders ;  and  the  only  Presbyterian  clergyman  in  communion  with  the  Kirk  of  Scot- 
land, who  liv«d  in  the  Province  before  1818,  educated  two  of  his  sons  for  the  Church  of 
England,  one  of  whom  was  in  orders  many  years  before  the  death  of  his  worthy  father,  and 
the  other  has  just  finished  his  studies,  and  will  be  admitted  in  a  few  days. 

3d.  No  objection  is  made  by  parents  against  teaching  their  children  the  Church  Cate- 
chism and  the  Service  of  the  Church  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer ;  on  the  con- 
trary, all  denominations  are  desirous  of  obtaining  both  for  their  own  and  their  families 
edification. 

4th.  The  whole  neighbourhood  bring  their  children  to  the  resident  clergyman  to  be  bap- 
tiied,  and  submit  in  great  numbers,  both  old  and  young,  to  the  rite  of  confirmation,  send 
their  youth  to  the  Sunday  schools,  and  allow  them,  after  their  tasks  are  heard,  to  walk  in 
procession  to  the  church.  In  fine,  there  evidently  appears  th*  fairest  prospect  that  the 
Church  of  England,  from  the  favourable  disposition  that  now  existe  towaitis  it,  will  be  able 
to  collect  within  ito  bosom  the  bulk  of  the  inhabitante  should  no  prospect  of  supportinr  their 
clergy  be  held  out  to  the  various  Protestant  denominational

ment of  the  Church  (^England,  of  which  it  forms  an  integral  portion,  the  Bishop  of  the* 
see  of  Quebec  being  dbde  subject  to  the  metropolitan  see  of  Canterbury,  in  the  same 
manner  as  any  bishop  of  any  see  within  the  province  of  Canterbury,  in  the  kingdom  of 
England ;  by  the  more  recent  AcU  of  His  Majesty's  Oovemment  ordering  the  er^tbn  of 
Protestant  panshes,  according  to  the  establishment  of  the  Church  of  England  in  1819  and 
erecting  the  two  Provmces  into  archdeaconries  in  1831 ;  diid  lastly,  by  erecting  the  clergy 
of  this  part  of  the  diocese  into  a  corporation  in  1810,  for  the  sole  management  of  the  land 
reserved  for  their  support ;  moreover,  so  fully  impressed  was  the  Legislature  of  this  Province, 
that  the  Reserves  are  to  be  exclusively  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  Church  of  England 
m  this  colony,  that  a  doubt  having  been  suggested  as  to  the  right  of  the  clergy  to  exact 
tithes,  a  law  was  passed  declaring  that  they  had  jio  such  right,  His  Majesty  having  been 
pleased  to  reserve  for  the  support  of  a  Protestant  clergy  in  th»  Province,  one-seventh  of  all 
lands  granted  therein. 

"That  your  Ixirdships'  petitioners  will  not  presume  to  state  to  your  Lordships  the  stront 
teeling  which  they  entertain  of  the  irregularity  and  inexpediency  of  introducing  at  this  day 
a  new  religious  establishment  into  the  diocese  of  Quebec  and  province  of  Canterbury,  but 
they  are  impelled  by  a  sense  of  duty  most  earnestly,  though  most  respectfully,  to  deprecate 
the  nyalry  to  the  Church  of  England,  and  those  endless  evils  of  disunion,  competition,  and 
irritation,  of  which  a  compliance  with  the  ministers  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  cannot  fail,  in 
the  opmion  of  your  Lordships'  petitioners,  most  widely  to  scatter  the  seeds.  They  deprecate 
ibe  erection  of  a  particular  interest  to  strengthen  prejudices  which'  may  exist  against  the

Mv  Lord,  Upper  Canada,  York,  27  December  1823. 

The  Bishop  of  Qpebec  and  the  clergy  of  this  province  have-jecently  solicited 
my  attention  to  the  exertions  of  the  ministers  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  in  order 
to  obtaia  a  share  of  the  lands  set  apart  within  these  colonies  by  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment for  the  maintenance  of  a  Protestant  clergy. 

With  the  nature  and  extent  of  those  exertions,  in  as  far  as  they  have  been 
directed  to  obtain  the  countenance  and  support  of  His  Majesty's  Government  in 
England,  your  Lordship  is  necessarily  ^uainted ;  but  it  has  been  made  an 
object  by  the  Presbyterians  to  create  within  these  province^  an  interest  in  favour 
of  their  cause ;  and  such  steps  have  been  taken  for  Uiis  purpose,  that  even  had 
I  not  been  addressed  by  the  clergy,  I  should  still  have  thought  it  my  duty  to 
brine  the  subject  before  your  Lordship ;  and  that  it  may  be  the  better  under- 
stood, I  take  the  liberty  to  statq,at  large  the  arg^uments  which  have  been  brought 
into  the  discussion  by  the  respective  parties. 

It  is  said  by  the  advocates  of  the  claim  of  the  Chuteh  of  Scotland  to  participate 
in  the  Clergy  Reserves,  that  by  the  foJrth  Article  in  th6  Act  of  Union  it  is  de- 
clared, that  "  All  the  subjects  of  th^  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  shall 
from  and  after  the  Union  have  full  freedom  and  intercourse  of  trade  and  naviga- 
tion to  and  froBi  any  part  or  place  Vithin  the  said  United  Kingdom,  and  the 
dominions  and  plantations  thereunto  belonging ;  and  that  there  De  a  communi- 
cation of  all  other  rights,  privileges,  and  advantages  which  do  or  may  belong  to 
the  subjects  of  either  kingdom,  except  where  it  is  otherwise  expressly  agreed  in 
tliese  articles." 

That  the  conquest  of  Canada  having  been  made  after  the  Union  by  the  arm» 
of  both  nations,  Scotchmen  who  have  settled  in  these  provinces  have  as  good  a 
right  as  the  EiM;liBh  to  have  their  church  recognized  as  an  established  onureh, 
and  have  equal  reikson  to  claim  lor  it  the  support  of  an  establishmenC:  {S£t  IQie  ~ 
31  Geo.  3,  c.  31,  under  the  provisions  of  which  the  lands  in  question  are  reserved,

clergy  of  the  Churcli  of  Engknd  :  that  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  are  Sir  P.  Maitl.nd  to 
a  Protestant  clergy,  and  eqiially  with  the  Church  of  England  within  the  literal  Earl  Bathur.t, 
meaning  of  the  term,  and  being  on  the  principles  of  the  Union  as  much  entitled  '7  "«"•  '""a- 
to  expect  such  a  provision,  must  be  considered  also  as  within  the  spirit  and  inten-       '~~~~" 
tion  of  the  Act. 

Secondly,  They  say  that  if  the  strict  legal  construction  of  the  31  Geo.  3  should 
^     exclude  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  such  an  exclusion  would  be  virtu-  * 

ally  a  breach  of  the  Articles  of  Union,  and  that  they  would  have  a  just  right  to 
claim  of  Hw  Majesty's  Government  some  other  adequate  support 

In  answer  to  the  clium  of  right,  it  is  said,  on  behalf  of  the  Church  of  England, 
that  the  privileges  and  security  intended  to  be  afforded  by  the  terms  of  the  Union 
to  the  Presbyterian  church  government  of  Scotland  are,  by  the  very  Act  passed 
for  that  purpose,  expressly  confined  to  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland  ;  while  by  the 
corresponding  Act,  for  "  securing  the  Church  of  England  as  by  law  established,"  , 
that  Church  IS  expressly  declared  to  be  the  Established  Churcli  within  the  king- 
doms of  Lngland  and  Ireland,  the  dominion  of  Wales,  and  town  of  Berwick-upon- 
1  weed,  and  the  territories  thereunto  belonging.        " 

That  if  by  the  territories  thereunto  belonging,  we  are  to  understand  such  ter- 
ntones  only  as  belonged  to  England  at  the  time  of  the  Uni^n,  and  not  to  con- 
strue the  provision  as  extending  prospectively  to  such  as  might  be  acquired  by 
the  arms  of  the  United  Kingdom,  which  would  be  "  territori|kof  Great  Britain '' 
rather  than  of  England,  it  would  only  follow,  that  as  the  Presbyterian  church 
government  is  cleariy  established  only  in  Scotland,  neither  the  one  church  nor 
the  other  would,  according  to  the  Articles  of  the  Union,  be  entitled  to  be  regarded 
as  the  JistaWished  Church  within  such  subsequently  acquired  territories :  and 
that  consequently  any  privilege  or  advantage  claimed  for  either  must  be  grounded 
on  the  provisions  of  some  positive  law,  wliich  must  bear  its  own  construction : 
Uiat  to  concede  even  this  would,  it  is  said,  be  granting  too  much,  since  by  the 
Act  of  Union  the  statutes  then  in  force  for  the  establishment  and  preservation  of 
the  Church  of  England  shall  remain,  it  is  declared,  in  full  effect ;  some  of  which 
O  tliz.  c.  2,)  extend  generally  to-the  dominions  of  the  Crown,  while,  as  it  has 
been  before  observed,  the  religion  of  Scotland,  on  the  other  hand,  is,  by  the  only 
Act  which  recognizes  it,  confined  in  terms  to  Scotlftnd. 

To  r^n  thus,  however,  upon  the  right  of  the  respective  churches  to  be 
regarded  as  established  in  Canada,  is  to  consider  the  questiqn  upon  abstract 
principles,  which  cannot  govern  flie  point  in  issue,  namely,  for  ^ose  benefit 
the  lands  are  rraerved ;  because  whether  eitlier  or  both  of  the  churches  be  enti- 
tled to  be  considered  as  established  in  the  province,  as  no  right  would  be  thereby 
acquired  to  either  to  have  their  clergy  supported  by  a  specific  appivofiation  of 
knds  reserved  for  their  benefit,  recourse  must  be  had  to  the  expVesf  words  of 
bestowS*      "^"*"'^  ™*^^  support,  in   order  to  determine  how  it  is  to  be 

The  31  Geo.  3,  c.  31,  does  not  in  any  manner  recognize  or  allude  to  the 
clergy  of  the  Church  of  Scotland;  and  U  they  can  beVrodght  wkhin  its  pro- 
visions. It  IS  only  on  the  ground  that  the  general  term  "Protestant  clerev" 
necessarily  embraces  them :  but  upon  the  same  construction  the  clergy  of  all 
other  Protestant  denominations  must  be  admitted;  and  thdre  are  several  deno- 
minations m  Upper  Canada  far  more  considerable  in  number  of  teachers  and

"  It  was/urged  against  the  Bill,  that  Uie  reservation  of  one-seventh  of  all  the 

lands  w#j  too  lavish  a  provrsion.  The  answer  was,  that  it  was  not  equal  to  the 
pro|)ortion  in  those  cases  in  England,  where  tithes  were  commuted  for  land,  nor 
t^ual  to  the  tenth  of  the  prmfuce  of  tlie  land,  which  is  usually  giv^k  in 
England.  •       _ ". 

This  explanation  of  Mr.  Pitt's  clearly  contemplates  only  one  establishment, 
and  that  of  the  Church  of  England.  The  qnestion  was,  not  whether  the  reser- 
vation of  lands  was  su£Scient  to  support  two  religious  establishments,  but  whe- 
ther it  was  not  more  than  Sufficient  for  one ;  and  it  was  declared  to  be  barely 
adequate  for  one,  by  comparison  with  England,  leaving  out  of  view  the  con- 
sideration that  it  must  be  almost  wholly  unproductive. for  a  long  series  of 
yeM«.  ,.  _ 

Next,  the  statute  itself,  though  it  lia6  the  term  "  Protestant  clergy,"  speaks 
only  of  a  Protestant  clergy,  not  of  more  than  one ;  and  if  a  Protestant  clergy 
can  mean  more  than  one  Protestant  clergy,  there  can  be,  no  reason,  from  con- 
struction, why  it  should  not  mean  every  Protestant  clergy.  There  must  be 
something  explanatory  of  such  an  intention  in  the  Act  before  a  Protestant 
\plergy  can  be  taken  tb  mean  two  Protestant  clergies,  and  only  two. 
^The  only  explanation  the  Act  affords,  of  the  meaning  intended  to  be  given 
to  the  term,  is  to  be  found  in  a  series  of  clauses  following  the  reservation,  all  of 
which  have  relation  expressly  and  solely  to  jthe.  Established  Church  of  England, 
and  which,  besides,  are  followed  by  a  clause  which,  in  allusion  to  tlie  preceding 
provisions,  speaks  of  them  as  relating  to  the  allotment  and  appropriation  of  lands 
for  the  support  of  a  Protestant  clergy. 

If  we  are  at  liberty  in  any  degree  to  infer  the  intention  of  the  Act  from  what 
has  been  done  under  it,  it  is  to  I^  remarked,  that  -the  Royal  Instructions,  framed 
immediately  after  the  passing,  expressly  declared  that  the  preference  of  an  esta- 
blished church  within  the  province  belongs  only  to  the  Church  of  England. 

A  bishop  was  sent  out  very  soon  afterwards.  The  King  has  recently  vested  in 
the  English  clergy,  as  a  corporation,  the  management  of  all  the  reserved  lands ; 
and  it  is  but  lately  t)hat  any  claim  to  a  pwrtioipation- has  been  advanced  in  behalf 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 
.^  With  regard  to  the  general  merits  of  the  question,  independently  of  all  tech- 
nical constructions,' assuming  that  the  31  Geo.  3,  has  made  a  provision  in 
Canada,  exclusively  for  the  Iwnefit  of  the  Church  of  England,  there  is  no  reason 
to  complain  of  the  statute  as  an  infraction  of  the  Union,  because,  in  the  first 
place;  it  is  a  statute  not  of  England,  but  of  the  United  Parliament ;  and  in  the 
next  place,  it  violates  no  express  articles  of  the  Union,  but  may  be  considered 
rather  to  comport  with  them  so  far  as  anything  can  be  found  in  them  bearing 
upon  the  subject.  V 

Neither  is  there  any  pretence  for  sa^b^  that  a  Scotchman  settling  in  Canada 
is  wronged,  because  he  finds  no  preachep  of  his  own  Church  there  paid  by  the 
Government  for  instructing  him  A  He  finds  no  such  privilege  in  EnglMid,  nor 
(Ices  an  Englishman  find  such  in  Scotland,  nor  would  either  of  them  imve  found 
tliat  privilege  in  Canada,  except  under  the  positive  pjtovision  wlfich  has  been 
made.  In  other  British  colonies  since  the  Union,  as,  for  instance,  in  the  present 
United  States  of  America,  when  they  were  dominions  of  Great  Britata,  there 
was  no  church  establishment  of  any  kind  supported  by  the  Government.  In 
truth,  it  is  expresslv  admitted  that  no  subject  of  Grefkt  Britain  emigrating  to  a 
colony  carries  with  him  any  right  te  find  provisions  in  force  respecting  the  sup- 
iKtrt  of  his  religious  teachers  similar  to  those  which  prevailed-  in  his  owii*'Country. 
It  is  for  the  supreme  power  in  4he  state  to  make  such  provision  in  this  respect 
as  may  seem  expedient.  Natural  right  has  nothing  to  do  with  it.  Assummg, 
then,  that  the  31  Geo.  3,  has  made  whalneemed  to  be  the  best  provision,  and 
confined  it  to  the  Church  of  Bngltdnd,  have  the  people  of  Scotland  reason  to 
complain  of  that  preference  as  the  disappointment  of  a  just  expectation  autho- 
rized by  the  Act  of  Union?  When  a  Scotchman  who  has  all  his  life  enjoyed 
his  own  system  of  civil  and  criminal  law,  emigrates  to  Canada,  he  finds  lie  is  no 
longer  to  enjoy  the  one  or  the  other,  because  one  British  Act  of  Parliament  has 
tvai  to  Gaiiada^e  criminSlillr  of  Bngtaa^r  affiJ^^Qndertfie  powers  of  ahbtheSr' 
-~  Provincial  Legislature  have  adopted  her  civil  code,  so  that  a  Scotchman 
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who  claiftis  to  find  established  here  all  tlie  relimous  rites  and  forms^^f  his

country,  finds  none  of  the  civil  institutions  he  has  left  behind  him,  and  yet  the  Sir  P.  MiiiiUnd  to 
latter  are  secured  to  htm  by  the  verj-  article  on  which- he  founds  his  claim  to  the  E«f'  B«ihurtt,>^ 
former  (so  far  as  that  article  extends),  in  terms  m6re  applicable  to  the  subject    ""^  ^^-  '*''• 
and  which  are  not  explained  away  or  limited  by  other  provisions.  '       ' 

That  he  a^es  find  the  English  law  here  and  not  the  Scotch,  has  arisen  from 
the  necessity  3fN^j  one  system  being  established,  and  from  tlie  power  compe- 
tent to  make  the  Section  having  given  preference  to  the  former. 

Tlie  tome  necessity  of  havi^  but  one  religious  establishment  supported  by  the 
Government,  where  public  countenance  and  support  is  i^fen  to  any,  seems 
acknowledged  by  uniform  practice  in  all  countries ;  and  it  is  Ix-lieved,  that  were 
the  clairii  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  admitted  to  be  good  to  the  extent  to  which 
It  IS  urged,  Canada  would  present  the  only  instance  of  two  church  establish--^ 
jnents  la  the  same  country;  and  if  had  happened  that  in  other  parts^if  the 
United  Kingdom  respectively  there  had  been  other  forms  of  rdigion  recognized 
afi  established,  the  same  reason  would  have  imposed  on  the  Government  the 
ncsceasityofgupporting  in  Canada  many  church  establishments,  and  of  navine  ' 
their  teachers,  not  merely  for  ministering  in  different  forms  of  worship,  but  for  I       '  * 

inculcating  opposite  doctrines  and  principles  of  faithi^^  -i,  " 

That  such  a  system  of  things  mwM  net  *e  ^Uti/roywhere,  may  be  stfonElv 
inferred  from  its  being  adopted  nowhere.  Jf  any  form  of  religion  is  to  be  sun-  ) 

gDrted  by  theState,  it  is  conceived  to  be  the  duty  of  the  supreme  power  in  that 
tate,  afr-rtnrW  individuals,  to  decide  which  form  is  the  purest  and  best  and 
having  so  decided,  to  encourage  and  support  that,  and  to  tolerate  ail  others.'  The 
mischiefs  of  a  differpt  course  may  be  easily  predicted,  though  their  extent  can- 
not he  foreseen.  They  may  be  readily  illustrated  by  applying  to  the  case  under  >

In  Upper  Canada,  the  benevolent  aid  of  the  venerable  Society  for  propairatine 
the  Gospel,  and  the  prospect  of  additional  support  to  be  derived  from  the  clere^ 
reserves,  have  enabled,  and  encouraged  many,  clergymen  of  the  Churcli  of 
tngland  to  establish  thWselves  in  the.province.  Many  churches  have  been 
built  by  their  exertions  aid  congregations  are  assembling  in  them,  wW  before 
the  Arnval  of  regular  clergj\  had  belonged  to  every  class  of  Protestant  dissen- 

A  ^r\  Lutheran  and  CaMaisfic  preachers  haw  taken  orders  in  the  church 
And  with  the  Presbyterians,  so  Ibng  as  no  hope  was  excited  of  a  rival  establish-

The  members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  are  perhaps  the  least  numet<«i8  of 
any  rehgious  class  m  Upper  Canada ;  and  in  most  districts  of  the  provincXre 
are  but  a  few  individuals  chiefly  artong  the  higher  orders,  who  prifess  to  belong 
lo  it.  Until  yeiT  recently  there  was  but  one  minister  sent  from  Scotland,  at  I 
very  early  nenod  of  the  settlement,  to  the  eastern  part  o(  the  province,  to  which  * 
some  Scotct  Presbyterians  had  emigrated.  Within  riiese  ttree  or  four  v^n 
several  other  ministers  have  been  sent  out  from  that  cointiy,  not  so  much 
because  they  were  all  required  to  supply  the  call  of  congregations  desirinir  their 
mimstrv,  as  to  ext^d  the  influence  and' strengthen  the  interests  of  that  church. 
Since  tlieir  arrival,  these  claims  have  been  advanced  with  an  eagemes*  which

If  they  should -succeeil  on  any  gT(rt«iid  in  these  claims  or  pretensions,  and  the 
Church^of  Scotland  should  be  considered  entitled  aa  a  church  to'thiK|up^|t  of 
the  Government,  ;%  rival  ^tabliskment  would  be  speedily  built  up,  and  cnowtt- 
raged  to  extend  itself  hy  means  being  held  out  to  it  in  anticipation  of  its  wants ; 
therf!  would  be  no  longer  that  ip^neral  disposition  to  harmonize  with  a  church 
'vhose  doctrines  and  whose  gov«t1*wtent  are  so  admirably  congenial  to  the  spirit 
,aod  frame  of  our  constitution  ;  and  thc^e  who  now  regard  themselves  as  Epis- 
copalians, and  are  bringing  up  their  children  members  of  the  Church,  would 
not  merely  desert  her,  but  would  contribute  their  most  active  services  in  concert 
,  with  the  Government  to  elevate  another  system  of  religion  to  a  situation  of  equal 
power  and  influence.  The  jealousies  and  irritations  that  would  attend  the 
rivalry  of  twd  churches  thus  supported  by  Government  against  each  other,  can- 
not be  calculated  from  any  e;iperience  of  circumstances  entirely  similar;  fer  it 
is  believed  that  the  case  woulcl  be  without  precedent ;  ^ut  the  bitterness  which 
might  mark  tlieir  progress  may  be  inferred  irom  the  recollection  of  scenes  whudi 
have  been  produced  by,  the  contests  of  religious  sects  when  the  objects  of  dispute 
were  not  so  closely  connected  with  great  and  obvious  temporal  interests,  wnich^ 
in  this  case  each  church  would  expect  to  share  in  proportion  to  its  progresi^ 

To  this  consideration  it  may  be  added  that  the  reserves  in  which  the  Scotch 
Church  claims  to  participate,  as  they  now  yield  scarcely  anything,  will  never 
afford  a  provision  more  than  adequate  to  the  maintenance  of  pne  establisliment, 
and  that  to  divide  it  between^two  in  proportion  to  the  calls  their  respective  exer- 
tions may  be  able  to  create,  will  have  the  certain  effect  of  repdering  It  impossible 
that  there  should  be  a  clergy  supported ,  upon  that  footing  which  was  doubtless 
contcmplated,.and  which  can  alone  render  them  respectable  and  efficient 

It  is  besides  m>t  to  be  forgotten  that  the  members  of  other  religious  sects  in 
the  province  may  be  expected  to  look  with  a  very  justifiable  degree  of  jealousy 
apd  uneasiness  at  a  piiblic  encourafi%ment  afforded  to  the  second  church  esta- 
blishment, which  perhaps,  ev^nupOre  studiously  than  thev,  disclaims  every 
dependance  upon  or  control  by^se  Government  which  would  support  then;  and 
while  it  would  derive  every  advantage  over  them  which  the  aid  of  that  Govern- 
ment can  give,  advances  the  same  daim  with  themselves  to  popular  favour  by 
disclaiming  that  connexion  witbthe  State  which  the  Episcopd  Cnurch;  at  what- 
ever hazard  of  popularity,  is  ever  ready  to  recognise. 

I  wotld  not  have  your  Lordship  suppose,  from  the  sentiments  I  have  expressed 
lipon  the  general  question,  that  there  is  iQ  my  mind,  or  that  there  has  ever 
been  manirested  by  the  Government  of  this  provmce,  a  repugnance  to  acknow- 
ledge a  claim  of  preference  in  the  Church  of  Scotland  pver  the  different  dissent- 
ing denominations  to  such  assistance  as  His  Majes^  <ian  conveniently  provide 
them  without  material  detriment  to  the  Established  ChUrch.  On  the  contrary, 
it  has  beep  the  practice  of  ray  predecessSrs  and.  myself  to  receive  favourably 
every  application  which  has  been  made  for  such  assistance.  ..ground  for  the  site 
of  a  church  and  church-yard,  and  an  allotment  of  land  forijMjMJIeqae  of  th^ 
minister,  have  been  granted  upott|jy|^  call  of  any  congr^^nl^|^Mmmunion 
with  the  Scotch  Church,;  and  hl^e  been  vested  in  ^JIkHSMMk"'^^^™ 
noniinated  by  the  congregation  according  to  their  requefpHOP^^^V^^"*'^^ 
been  few  applications  of  this  kind,  "for  there  are  even  now  Dutiout'  clergymen  of

~  ship  was  pleased  <to  express  your  assent.    This  may  prove  aofficie&tty  my  desira^ 
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to  refoffnize  a  distinction  in  fnvour  of  that  church,  on  the  grounil^f  ita  being 
eatablith^  in  onn  portion«ef  the  United  Kingdom  ;  biit  while  1  would  confin*  to 

'  the  Church  of  ScoU«nd  the  aid  which  the  Government  may  choose  to  afford  by 
ticcaaipi&l  pecuniary^j^vision  when  it  in  particularly  called  for  by  a  pre-exist- 
ing ne<iesaity,  I  am  an»3iu  a»4learly  to  exur^iis  my  opinion,  that  it  w  to  that 
kind  of  provision,  given  as  it  u  wanted,  Mid  wholly  io  the  discretion  of  the 
Government,  the  aid  should  be  confined.

I  cannot  sta^^M  strongly  as  I  would  to  your  Lordship  the  importance  1  attach 
to  the  matter^  without  a  nsV  of  being  unjustly  thought  to  look  with  suspicion  or 
unkindnesf.  upon  the  members  of  the  church  in  whuge  claims  I  bannot  concur. 
But  there  is  something  so  peculiarly  delicate  in  the  situation  of  this  valuable 
"  colony,  that  I  must  not  be  deterred,  by  any  fear  of  misconstruction,  fronj  repni^ 
senting  that  a  very  great  portipn  of  its  inhabitants  have  come  from  the 
neighbouring  republic,  wjiere  the  Presbyterian  Independent  religion  very  much 
prevails^  and  though  this  would  in  time  fall  into  communion  with.thc  Church 
of  England,  wgCB  Uierc  none  other  established,  they  will  much  more  readily 
attach  themselves  to  tht  Chi»eh  of  Scotland,  if  they  can  have  ministers  of  that 
persuasion  supported  by  the  public. 

"The  conclusion  to  which  I  would  lead  your  Lordship  is  this:  that  in  my  view 
of  the  subject,  the  assistance  to  be  afforded  should  not  be  to  tiie  Church  of  Scot- 
land as  a  chtircb,  but  should  be  granted  to  the  prayer  of  a  congregation  which 
should  be  actually  existing,  and  sufficient  in  number  to  require  a^teacher;  that 
the  provision^'should  not  appear  to  be  held'  out  by  way  of  encouragement  to 
the  increase  'of  that  church,  nor  to  be  niade  at  the  expense  of  the  Church  of 
England.     .^ 

Means  do  exist  in  most  of  the  tbwnship^f  this  provinee,  of  affording  a 
situation  for  a  place  of  worship,  and  an  allotment  of  iand  .sufficiently  extensive 
for  the  support  of  the  pastor  whenever  it  can  be  brought  under  cultivation,  and 
which  to  sueceeding  incumbents  would  form  a  very- valuable  addition  to  the 
contributions  •  they  may  r^eive  from  their  congregations ;  and,  with  your 
Lordship's  sanction,  I  soould  be  happy  to  se6  them  so  applic^. 

I  have  addressed  your  Lordship  at  greater  length  than  I  would  wUlingly  have 
done;  had  Iliot  considered  the  subject  as  highly  importaht,  and  judged  it  to  be 
of  a  nature  to  create  a  deep  interest  in  your  Lordship's  mind.

Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

We,  your  Mnjesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Commons  of  Upper  Canada,  in  Pro- 
vincial Parliament  assembled,  most  numbly  beg  leave  to  approach  your  Majesty,  and  to 
submit  to  your  Majesty's  most  gracious  consideration  our  earnest  supplications  on  behalf  ot 
the  clargy  and  members  of  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland  m  this  portion  of  your 
dominions. 

When  the  kingdoms  of  England  ahd  Scotland  were  (happily  for  both)  united  under  the 
British  Crown,  the  subjects  of  each  were  placed  on  a  footing  of  reciprocity ;  they  were  to  enjoy 
a  full  communication  of  every  right,  privilege,  and  advantage;  and  their  sespective  Churches 
were  established  as  "  true  Protestant  Churches,"  within  their  particular  limits ;  the  clergy 
of  both  might  therefore  reasonably  expect  equally  to  participate  in  the'beneiits  which  might 
result  from  the  Union. 

Viewing  the  conquest  of  these  provinces  from  the  dominion  of  F^nce  by  the  United 
exertions  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  as  one  great  advantage  resulting  from  the  Union,  we 
humbly  conceive  that  the  Churches  of  England  and  Scotland  had,  after  such  conquest, 
equal  rights  as  to  the  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  their  respective  religious  privileges  therein, 
and  an  equal  claim  to  enjoy  any  advantages  or  support  which  might  be  derive^  from  the 
newly  acquired  territory. 

By  an  Act  passed  in  the  31st  year  of  the  reign  of  our  late  revered' Sorereign,  whose 
memory  will  long  Uve  in  our  hearts,  an  appropriation  is  authorized  to  bi  made  of  one- 
seventh  of  the  lands  of  the  province  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  Protestant  clergy 
in  this  province,  and  under  the  general  words,  "  a  Protestant  clergy,"  used  in  that  Act, 
your  Majesty's  subjects  in  this  province,  who  belong  and  are  particularly  attached  to  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  fondly  hoped  that  a  provision  had  been  made  for  the  clergy  of  that 
Church  as  well  as  for  those  of  the  Church  of  England  ;  and  though  the  allotment  of  lands 
thus  auUiorized  has  hitherto  been  in  a  great  measure  unproductive,  they  felt  a  degree  of 
confidence  that  it  would  eventually  atfonl  a  (air  support  to  the  cl«rgy.  of  both  Churches 
the  lands  reserved  under  the  said  Act  being  claimed  ana  enjoyed  exclusively  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  in  this  province.  We  humbly 
entreat  your  Majesty's  consideration  of  the  subiect,  and  if,  in  the  leral  construction  of  the 
said  Act,  it  is  considered  that  fio  provision  for  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  was 
contemplated  thereby,  we  would  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  express  to  your  Majes^ 

fiur  hope  that  your  Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  extend  to  tliem  your  royal  prutec- 
iqn  and  consideration,  by  directing  such  provision  to  be  made  for  their  maintenance  and 
support  as  to  your  Majesty  may  appear  proper. 

That  your  Majesty  may  long  reign  in  the  confidence  and  affection  of  all  your  subjects,  to 
guafd  and  secure  tneir  rights  in  every  portion  of  your  widely  extended  dominions,  is  the 
prayer  of  yOur  Majesty's  faithful  subjects,  the  Commons  of  Upper  Canada.

This  enUghtened  statesman  well  knew  that  the  people  of  England  oonsider  a  church      r„M  in  Nn  a 
establishment  an  essential  pert  of  their  constitution;  that  Church  i^d  State  are  ideas  inse- 
parable  in  their  mmds,  for  the  one  is  scarcely  e»er  mentioned  without  mentioning  the  other 
he  was.  therefore  sohcitous  to  produce  the  same  community  of  feeling  between  Church  and 
•tate  in  the  Canadas  that  has  been  found  so  beneficial  in  England. 

A  religious  establishment  modelled  on  that  of  the  mother  country,  became  the  more 
necessary,  as  a  counterpoise  to  the  Roman  Catholic  persuasion,  which  prevaUs  in  Lower 
Canada,  so  that  in  religion  as  well  as  in  the  preserration  of  their  civil  liberty,  the  Anelo- 
Canadians  might  look  up  to  the  British  empire.  * 

To  accompfish  this  noble  purpose,  Mr.  Pitt  advised  that  one-seventh  of  the  lands  should 
be  set  apart  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Protestant  clergy. 

In  Upper  Canada,  this  appropriation  comprises  one-seventh  of  the  whole  province-  but 
in  Lower  Canada,  one-seventh  of  those  parts  only  which  have  been  conceded  sincfe  1701 
.  )*"*'»/'>«  oroer  'Of  MttinK  aside  one-seventh  of  the  land  for  the  maintenanc|6  of  a  Pro- 
testant clergy  was  sent  to  Canada,  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  complyihK  with  iU 
•pmt.  The  whole  district  of  Niagara,  a  large  portion  of  the  western  distnctflnd  many 
townrtips  along  the  St,  Lawrence  liad  been  granted.  The  local  government  Wat  therefore 
obliged  to  reserre  blocks  of  land  m  the  new  townships  that  were  nearest.  Sincetbat  period 
the  B«enre*  have  been  chequered  m  every  township  as  surveyed,  according  to  a  fixed 

The  number  of  townships  actuallv  surveyed,  u>pear8  to  be  970,  averaging,  with  a  very  few 
exceptions,  66,000  acres  of  land,  one-seventh  of  which,  9,428  acres,  Mual  47  tewrveS 
lots  of  aoo  acres  each  ;  consequently,  in  270  townships,  the  number  of  such  lols  eiceed 
18,000,  and  contain  more  than  two  and  a  half  millions  of  acres. 

But  as  these  lands  partite  of  the  quality  of  thow  around  them,  many  lots  will,  from  , 

wwus  causes,  be  found  unfit  for  cultivation,  so  that  the  number  of  lots  cannot  be  safely 
tatoSB  at  present  at  more  than  11,000,  containing  about  2,200,000  acres  of  land. 

^eM  numbers  are  only  to  be  considered  as  the  measure  of  the  actual  appropriation  now 
made,  but  it  goes  on  mcreasing  as  new  townships  are  laid  out  and  surveyed,  so  that  the 
number  of  lots  and  quantity  of  land  may  be  doubled  by  the  time  that  the  whole  province  '' 

IS  under  grant  '^ 

TWs  provision,  ample  as  it  appears  to  be,  and  as  it  must  be  in  time,  should  nothing 
interfere  to  prevent  lU  natural  operation,  has  been  hitherto  inefficient,  from  causes  now  very  W 

obvidus,  though  not  perhaps  anticipated  in  their  full  extent  by  the  distinguished  statesman 
woo  advised  the  appropriation. 

These  canaes  are : 

1.  The  frt»t  encouragement  given  to  settlers  of  good  character  in  bestowing  upon  them 
great  portions  of  land  at  a  very  trifling  expense. 

a.  The  gretaiitous  granU  given  to  such  persons  as  retained  their  loyalty  during  the 
Amen<^  revolutionary  war,  and  to  sailors  and  soldiers  who  have  served  in  the  late  war  in 
burope  and  America,  as  well  as  to  the  provincial  militia. 

So  long  as  applicanU  can  get  lands  for  nothing,  or  a  mere  trifle,  of  the  best  quality,  and 
m  the  most  convenient  situations,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  many  leases  will  be  taken  up.

My  Lard,  Upper  Canada,  York,  28  December  1825. 

In  looking  over  the  book  containing  my  despatches  to  your  Lordship,  I  ob- 
serve an  error  in  the  entrjj*  of  that  of  the  17th  May  1819,  which,  as  it  may  pos- 
sibly also  exist  in  the  original  transmitted  to  your  Lordship,  I  am  desirous  should 
be  corrected. 

After  stating  that  a  difference  of  opinion  prevails  in  this  province,  whether  the 
aist  Geo.  8  intends  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Clergy  R^erves  should  extend  to 
Protestant  ministers  of  all  denominations,  or  be  confined  to  those  of  Uie  Esta- 
blished Church  of  England,  the  sentence,  as  recorded  here,  runs,  "  the  law  offi- 
cers seems  to  incline  to  the  former  opinion ; "  whereas  it  should  have  been,  "  the 
law  officers  seem  to  incline  to  the  latter  opinion,"  the  word  "incline"  having 
been  used  instead  of  one  of  more  decided  import,  on  account  of  some  doubts  hav- 
ing been  entertained  by  the  then  Chief  Justice  of  the  province  on  the  subject, 
but  which  have  since,  I  have  reason  to  think,  been,  On  fuller  consideration, 
entirely  removed.  The  other  law  officers  were  always,  I  believe,  decidedly  of 
opinion  that  the  Reserves  appertained  exclusively  to  the  Church  of  England. 

I  am  desirous  that  this  explanation  should  be  recorded,  in  case  any  futuK 
agitation  of  the  question  should  render  it  necessary  to  refer  to  my  communi- 
cations on  the  subject.

When  the  question  was  first  started  after  this  long  period  of  quiet,  it  was  ndt 
by  the  agency  of  the  Kirk,  or  of  their  ministers  in  this  country ;  at  least, 
neither  avowed  it,  but  An  indiTidual  member  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  having 
in  charge  no  petition  from  that  or  from  any  other  church,  moved  the  question  jSa< 
"rather  a  cautious  manner,  not  appearing  to  trpt  much  to  a  favourable  decMbn 
on  the  point  of  legal  right,  but  willing  rather  to  show  a  retu%esa  io  accept  a 
portion  of  the  endbwment  as  an  acknowledgment  of  the  claims  of  the  Kirk  to  . 
support,  independent  of  the  provisions  of  the  British  statute.^ 

It  is  easy  to  understand  the  feelings  and  hopes  which  w6uld  ensure  the 
mover  <>f  a  resolution,  disputing  the  property  of  the  Church,  the  support  of  iM 
the  dissenting  sects.  It  was  only  necessary  to  establish  the  position,  t^at  a 
Protestant  clei^  nieant  two  Protestant  clergy,  and  then  the  reasoniBr.idrich 
had  failed  to  oppose  that  construction  successfully  must  have  as  lit^e  fd|^  in 
disputing,  that  it  meant  a  dozhi,  or  indeed  as  many  Protestant  clergie|;^4he 
province  Hf^ght  contain.  Any  limitation  of  it  afterwards  must  hq((^  Jbcen 
arbitrary,  a^  irreconcilable  with  any  legal  or  grammatical  construction.  ^<r 

It  was  m  1824,  I  think,  that  the  first  address  went  home.  The  decision  bf 
the  King's  Government  was  expressed  in  a  manner  that  entirely  confirmed  the. 
previous  understanding  of  the  Act.  It  wad  stated  that,  whenever  the  Church  of 
Scotland  could  show  that  they  had  applied  themselves,  as  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land had  long  done,  in  collecting  funds  and  making  provision  themselves  for 
extending  the  Gospel  in  Upper  Canada,  the  Covemment  would  be  found  willing 
to  assist  their  exertions ;  an  answer  which  clearly  origiitet^  the  claim  of  le|^ 
right,  and  placed  the  pledge  of  assistance  upon  a  mPttg  ^t  once  just  and 
reasonable.  '•         f. 

I  believe  there  is  little  reason  to  doubt  that  the  mother  Church  of  Scotland 
thought  so,  and  that  the  pecuniary  aid  which  was  not  long  after  given  by  the 
Government  to  the  few  Scots  ministers  in  the  Province,  was  considered  by 
them,  and  by  the  members  of  their  Church  in  general;  as  a  kind  and  satisfac- 
tonr  evidence  of  the  dinpoeition  of  the  Government  to  aid  them  as  far  as  they 
had  reason  to  expect.  But  the  disappointed  hope  of  some  few  individuals  haS 
since  led  them  into  measures  which  must,  I  thought,  have  opened  the  eyes  of 
the  King's  Government  to  the  necessity  of  keeping  a  steady  and  decided  course, 
and  it  clearly  shows  what  will  be  the  inevitable  fruit  of  concessions  little 
looked  for,  and  more  to  be  deprecated  than  I  am  able  to  express. 

Despairing  of  establishing  the  legal  claim  of  the  Scotch  Church  to  share  the 
Reserves,  the  advocates  of  the  cause  have  since  resolved  to  address  His  Majesty, 
praying  diat  the  whole  provision  thus  providently  made  for  religious  instruction 
shall  be  diverted  from  its  object,  and  appropriated  to  the  general  purpose  of 
education. 

In  this  too,  of  course,  they  have  had  the  still  piore  hearty  assent  of  the 
several  dissenting  sects,  and  nothing  could  be  more  acceptable  to  them  than 
that  by  this  sacrmce  of  her  hemes  by  the  Scots  Church,  on  order  to  pull  down  the  \ 
existing  establishment,  the  mttional  Church  should  be  degraded  to  a  sect,  and 
all  denominations  be  placed  upon  a  level.  Until  this  is  done,  or  until  all  are 
allowed  to  share,  and  to  share  equally,  a  provision  not  more  than  adequate  to 
the  support  of  one  establisluQent,  it  is  as  dear  as  the^sun  at  noon-day,  that  no 
concession  which  may  be  made  in  fiivour  of  the  Scots  Churdi  will  ia  the  end 
conciliate  these  their  new  allies ;  and  it  is  equally  clear  that  the  anomaly  of 
two  establishments,  the  one  conYiected  with  the  Government,  and  the  olher  in- 
dependent of  it,  will  yield  no  cdmpensating  advantage  in  any  eratification  it 
can  be  expected  to  afford  to  such,  inhabitants  of  the  Cdony  as  belong  to  either.

It  oLntained  tiie  opinion  of  the 
leral  «viser8of  the  Government  here  upon  the  qjiestion,  and  I  wUl^'add  tiiat 
subsequent  observation  and  reflection  have  in  no  respect  led  me  to  chance  mv

*'TheBi«fi&p  and  Qergy  of  tiie  two  provinces  will  not  be  wanting,  I  trust,  m  a 
duQf-^hich,  on  this  ocoaaion,  they  owe  to  their  country  ratiier  ^aa  to  them- 
selvra.  But  whatever  their  intentions  may  be,  they  have  not  made  any  com- 
munication of  them  to  me,  nor  are  they  at  all  aware  that  an  anxiety  not  less 
than  their  own  in  the  final  issue  of  the  question  has  prompted  me  to  address 
you  on  the  subject.  Some  observations  which  were  made  last  session  in  tiie 
House  of  Commons  has  produced  an  expectation  tiiat  hi  ihe  approaching 
session  tiie  question  of  tiie  Church  Establishment  in  tiiese  colonies  will  be  iUriv 
brought  into  discussion.  ' 

I  wnestiy  hope  it  may  speedUy  be  decided,  for  nothing  can  be  morp  hurtiid 
to  th*  cause  of  religion  itself,  and  few  tilings  more  unfavourable  to  die  tran- 
quillity of  tiie  country,  tiian  its  remaining  apparently  a  doubtfid  p<iint. '  Hopes 
are  indulged  too  absurd  ever  to  be  justified,  and  tiie  means  resorted  to  W. 
V  obtauung  success,  have  a  pernicious  mfluence  upon  the  public  mind. 

I  never  haye  aHowed  myself  to  suppose  for  a  momjent  tiiat  an  endo^ent 
claimed  under  an  Act  of  ParUament,  and  enjoyed  by  tte  National  Chureh  with 
theacqmescence  of  all  mankind  for  more  Uian  SO  years,  will  be  ev^n  in«tiie 
shghtest  degree  diminished  by  any  measure  of  the  Imperial  Parihunent  until 
evCTy  opportunity  h^  been  afforded  to  the  Bishop  and  Qeiw  of  the  diocese  to 
nuuntian  their  claim,  and  to  show  the  fidlacy  of  tiie  arguments  and  pnnciplei  on

\Yb  YouV  Majesty's  duuful  and  loyiU  sjfbiect*,  the  Commons  of  Upper  Canada  in 
FroTincial  Parliament  as^mbled,  humbly  hta  leave  to  represent  to  Your  Majesty  that  we  - 
have  seen,  with  equal  surorise  and  reeret,  a  letter  and  ecclesiastical  chart,  dated  18th  May/ 
1837,  and  addressed  by  the  honourable  and  verieralile  Doctor  Strachan,  Archdeacon  of 
York,  a  Member  of  Your  Majesty's  Legislative  and  Executive  Councils  of  this  Province, 
to  the  Ri^ht  Honourable  R.  P.  Wilmot  Horton,  at  thbt  time  Under  Secretary  of  8ute  for 
th^k>lonies,  for  the  information  of  Lord  Goderich,  then  at  the  head  of  the  Colonial  Depart- 
mfflll,  as  they  are  inaccurate  in  some  ifaiportant  respecU,  and  ai«  ealcniated  to  leafLYour 
Maierty's  Government  into  serious  errors.  - 

We  beg  leave  to  inform  Your  Majesty,  that  of  Your  Majesty's  subjects  in  this  Province, 
only  a  small  proportion  are  members  of  the  Chnrch  of  England;  that  there  is  not  any 
peculiar  tendency  to  that  Churoh  amoqg  the  peo|de,  and  that  nothing  could  cause  mora 
alarm  and  gnef  in  their  minds  than  the  apprehension  that  there  was  «  design  on  the  part 
of  Yoiff  Majesty's  Government  to  eaUblish,  a*  a  paK  of  the  3ute,  one  or  more  Choreh  or 
denqminauons  of  Christians  in  this  Province,  with  lidita  and  endowmenU  hot  granted  to 
Your  Majesty's  subjecU  in  general  of  other  denominatioM,  who  are  equally  conscientious 
and  deserving,  and  equally  loyal  and  attached  to  Your  MaJMty's  royal  perwM^and  Govem- 
Bient.  In  tollowing  honestly  the  dictates  of  their  comcMBce  as  i^ardlj  the  gi«at  and 
iBiportant  subject  of  religion^  the  latter  have  nevef<4!Mn  conscioua  that  they  have  violated 
any  Uw  or  any  obligatiqn  of  a  good  subject,  or  dons'  anything  to  forfeit  Your  MuestW* 
favour  and  protection,  or  to  exclude  themselves  from  %■  partidpatioo  in  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges enjoyed  by  Your  Majesty's  other  subjects. 

We  humbly  beg  leave  to  assure  Your  Majesty  that  the  insinuations  in  the  letter  against 
the  Methodist  preachers  in  this  Province  do  much  injustice  to  a  body  of  pious  and  deserv- 
ing men,  who  justly  esjoy  the  confidence,  and  are  the  spiritual  insfructors  of  a  large  portion 
of  Your  Majesty's  8ubject«,in  this  Province.  We  are  convinced  that  the  tendency  of  their 
ufluence  and  instruction  is  not  hostile  to  our  institutions,  but  on  the  contrary,  is  eminently 
favourable  to  religion  and  morality;  that  their  labours  are  calculated  to  make  their  people 
better  men  and  better  subjects,  and  have  already  produced  in  this  Province  the  happiest

The  Methodists  apparently  exceed  greatly  the  number  of  the  former

If  a  more  ardent  zeal  be  not  shown  by^he  Established  Church,  and  a  very 
dififierent  kind  of  minister  than  that  which  is  generally  to  be  found  in  thw 
Province  sent  out  from  England,  it  is  obvious  that  the  members  of  the 
Established  Church  will  soon  be  inconsiderable,  and  that  it  will  continue  to  lose 
ground. 

.1  should  recommend  that  a  travellmg  clergyman  be  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  each  district,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  congregations  and  establishing 
schools,  before  the  churches  are  built. 

If  this  plan  be  not  adopted,  and  great  exertions  made,  the  lower  classes  will 
leave  the  Established  Church,  In  three  or  four  townships,  where  the  clercv- 
men  are  fit  for  tfii^  Province,  the  Methodists  decrease. 

Most  of  the  Methodist  preachers  are  reported  to  be  natives  of  the  United 
States,  These  certainly  have  shown  the  influence  they  possess  at  the  general 
elections ;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  if  the  Wesleyan  Methodists  could  be 
prevailed  on,  m  England,  to  supply  this  Province  with  preachers,  that  the 
Methodists  of  this  country  would  become,  as  a  political  body,  of  less  importance 
than  they  are  at  present, 

I  shall  have  occasion  to  resume  this  subject  iii  my  reply  to  your  despatch 
respecting  the  Indian  department.

From  the  difficulties  we  have  encountered,  the  privations  wet,  have  suffered,  and 
our  weU-tried  loyalty  to  His  Majesty,  we  therefore  most  humbly  pray  tl&t  your  Excellency 
will  take  our  claims  and  situation  into  your  favourable  consideration,  and  recommend  us  to 
His  Mttiesty'g  Government  as  being  worthy  to  participate  equally  in  any  provision  that  has 
or  may  be  hereafter  made  for  the  Presbyterian  ministers,  or  in  sucn  a  way  as  may  seem  most

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of  the  25th 
January  last,  enclosing  the  copy  of  a  memorial  from  the  Presbyterian  ministers 
of  Upper  Canada,  not  in  direct  communion  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  pray- 
ing that  they  may  be  considered  entitled  to  share  the  allowance  granted  to 
the  ministers  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  fiwm  the  fund  of  the  Canada  Com- 
pany by  Lord  Bathurst's  despatch  of  the  6th  October  1826. 

It  appears  to  ipe  T«ry  desirable,  if  such  a  measure  could  be  accomplished, 
that  the  whole  of  the  Presbyterian  clergy  of  the  Province  should  form  a 
Presbytery  or  Synod,  and  that  each  Presbyterian  minister  who  is  to  receive  an 
allowance  fivm  Government  should  be  recommended  by, that  body,  in  like 
manner  as  the  Roman-catholic  piiesto  who  receive  assistance  from  Government, 
are  recommended  by  the  Roman-catholic  bishop.  By  this  arrangement  the 
whole  of  the  Presbyterian  clergy  of  Upper  Canada  would  be  placed  upon  the 
same  footing,  with  respect  to  the  assistance  afforded  by  Government  towards 
their  support ;  whereas,  under  the  present  plan,  the  Government  has  an  in- 
direct connexion  with  a  part  only  of  the  Presbyterian  body  in  Upper  Canada 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  remainder.  ,  '' 

You  will  therefore  consider  yourself  authorized^ 'to  consult  with  the  leading 
members  of  the  Presbjrterian  body  in  Upper  Canada,  as  t6  their  disposition  to 
adopt  a  union  of  the  nature  which  I  have  suggested  in  this  despatch,  and  report 
to  me  on  the  subject.

The  Petition  of  the  Miniiten  of  the  United  Presbytery  of  Upper  Canada, 
Humbly  Showeth, 

That,  in  the  year  1818  a  number  of  Presbyterian  Ministers,  originally  from  different 
parts  of  Great  Bntain  and  Ireland,  and  at  that  time  resident  in  different  parts  of  the  Pro- 
vince, bone  desirous  of  promoting  the  moral  and  religious  prospenty  of  the  Pro- 
vince, ioined  u  forming  the  «  The  United  Presbytery  of  Upper  Canada,"  the  fundamental 
prmaple  of  which  was,  and  still  is,  an  adherence  to  the  doctrines,  government,  discipline 
•andmanner  of  worship  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  as  set  forth  in  the  Westminster  Conl 
fesHbn  of  Faith, 
^e  Presbytwy  being  formed,  public  addresses  were  forwarded  to  His  Grace  the  Duke 
of  Richmond,  Govemor-m-Chief,  and  to  His  Excellency  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  statins 
theobjects  and  views  of  the  Presbytery,  which  jnet  with  cordial  approbation. 

The  design  of  the  Presbytery  was  to  unite  all  the  Presbyterians  in  the  Province,  in  one 
body,  without  reference  to  those  differences  which  had  separated  them  in  the  mother 
country;  and  their  efforts  have  been  so  successfiil,  that,  at  the  present  time,  there  are  15 
ministers  belonging  to  the  Presbytery,  labouring  in  77  congregations  collected  by  them 
besides  68  nussionary  stations  which  they  occasionally  visit.  They  have  been  principally' 
educated  at  Scottish  umversitied,  and  although  they  are  not  in  actual  communion  with  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  they  have  been  all  ordained  according  to  her  forms. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  ministers  in  this  country,  in  connexion  with  the  Church  of  ScoUand 
who  are  much  less  numerous  than  your  PeUtianers,  requested  your  Petitionere  to  join  with 
them  in  an  application  to  His  Majesty's  Govemmtot,  for  pecnniatv  assistance.  They  did  so  • 
and  the  signatures  of  then-  numerous  congregations  were  attached  to  these  petitions,  as  well 
as  money  forwarded  to  assist  m  sending  home  an  ageht  to  represent  the  Presbyterian  claims 
in  general.  But,  to  their  great  surprise,  the  original  petition,  for  which  the  signatures  were 
obtained,  was  suppressed,  and  another  substituted  in  iU  place,  representing  only  the  claims 
of  the  ministers  of  the  Chureh  of  Scotland.  In  consequence  of  which,  your  Petitioners 
have  been  overlooked  in  the  liberal  provision  made  by  the  Government  fo£  Presbyterian  minis- 
tCTB  in  Upper  Canada,  although  the  exertions  of  your  Petitioners  in  promoting  the  loyaltv 
of  the.people,  as  well  as  their  moral  and  religious  instruction,  have1»en  greater,  their  resi- 
dence in  the  country  being  longer,  and  their  Congregations  far  more  numerous.  Your 
Petitioners,  however,  feel  confident,  from  the  known  justice  and  liberality,  of  Hi«  Majesty's 
Govermnent,  that  when  these  cireumstaiices  are  made  knoivn,  a  similar  salary  will  be 
granted  to  yonr  Petitioners.  To  deny  this  would  be  to  throw  a  reproach  upon  the  labours 
■  y"*""  P'*"*"""*"*  »»«•  to  cre«te  unnecessary  and  invidious  distinctions  among  His  Ma- 
jesty's Presbyterian  subiecte ;  and  such  distinctions  have,  in  any  case,  a  most  pernicious 
tendency,  but  particuiarly  so  in  this  Province. 

Your  Petitioners,  the  Ministers  of  the  United  Presbyteiy  of  Upper  Canada,  do  there- 
fore, most  earnestly  urce  and  entreat  that  their  claims  may  be  brought  under  the  favourable 
consideration  of  His  Maiesty's  Government,  and  such  an  allowance  granted  as  they  in  their 
wisdom  may  deem  expedient.

Immediately,  after  the  formation  of  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of 
England  mto  a  corporation  for  managing  the  Clergy  Reserves  (a  duty  not  generally  con- 
sidered compaUble  with  those  which  belong  to  thew  station),  the  public  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  subject,  and  during  the  yew  1833  tlie  House  of  Assembly  addressed  his  late 
Majesty  m  behalf  of  the  Church  of  Scotland.  The  proceedings  of  the  Assembly  on  this 
occasion  are,  in  the  petition  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec,  attnbuted  to  the  exertions  of 
an  individual  in  the  Legislature  of  the  Province,"  and  it  is  insinuated  that  they  are  <'in 
the  face  of  the  plain  enactments  <5f  the  statute  81  Geo.  8,  c.  31,"  because  these  declare,  that 
the  lands  reserved  shall  be  for  the  support  of  a  (meaning  one)  Protestant  clergy  and  the 
daim  was  urged  in  behalf  of  the  mimsters  of  Uie  Church  of  Scotland,  as  a  part  of  the  ". 
Protestant  clergy  recognised  by  the  laws  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Whether  the  construc- 
tion of  the  statute,  as  given  by  his  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Quebec  and  his  clergy  in  their 
o\vn  favour,  strengthened  by  the  opinion  of  any  barrister,  however  eminent,  or  that  which 
has  been  declared  by  the  former  law-officers  ofthe  Crown,  and  subsequently  by  the  House 
of  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada,  and  by  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  sitting  on 
Canadian  affairs,  u  to  be  regarded  as  the  most  entitled  to  consideration,  it  is  for  Your 
Majesty  s  Government  to  determine,  and  to  that  decision  the  Petitioners  look  forward  with 
every  confidence  that  it  will  be  guided  and  influenced  by  n6  considerations  but  those  of

The  difficulty  which  exists  in  a  country  having  but  a  thin  population,  and  not  very  abun- 
dant me^ps,  m  procunng  adequate  support  for  clergymen  duly  quahfled  for  the  ministry  ate 
ptainly  and  correctly  stated  in  the  Lord  Bishop's  petition  to  Your  Majesty,  and  the  anxiety 
of  the  members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  to  procure  well-educated  and  efficient  ministere 
to  settle  and  officiate  amon^t  them  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact,  that  since  encourage- 
ment, smaU  as  It  IS  to  each  individual,  has  been  h^ld  out  in  Upper  Canada,  eight  clergymen

to  emoy  the  civil  and  criminal  law  of  Scotland,"  appears  to  Your  Majesty's  Petitioners  to- 
afford  no  argument  whatever  apinst  thenj.  It  may  be  asked  whether  the  Chureh  of  Eng- 
land would  or  could  be  entitled  to  any  support  fes  such,  or  whether  the  laws  of  EngUnd 
would  necessarily  come  into  operation  in  these  Provinces  immediately  after  their  conquest. 
If  so,  then  the  provisions  of  the  Act  under  which  that  Church  now  claims  one-«eventh  of 
the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  and  the  Act  which  introduces  the  criminal  law  of  England 
into  both  Provinces,  must  b?,  if  not  wholly  superfluous,  at  least  in  a  neat  measure  unne- 
cessary. But  such  reasoning  appears  undeserving  of  further  comment.,  If  the  Act  31  Geo.  d,

be  entitled  to  clainMB  thing  as  a  matter  of  absolute  right.  F^^^oh  having  b^n  made 
in  that  Act,  as  yourlmitioners  believe,  fiiUy  sufficient  for  the  support  of  all  the  Protesti^t 
clergy  of  the  Province  recognised  by  the  laws  of  U»e  United  Kingdoid,  it  is  not  unreason- 
able that  the  members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  should  desiie  to  b«  pUiced  on  the  same 
footing  vrith  their  fellow«ubjecto  of  the  Church  of  England.  But  htving  every  .reason,  as 
well  as  every  desire,  to  repose  the  most  implicit  confldeitce  in  tiie  justice  and  uberaUty  of 
Your  Majesty's  Government,  your  Petitioners  iiumbly  submit  their  case.  And  that  Your 
Majesty  may  lone  reign  to  guard  the  rights  of  all  classed  ^f  Your  Majesty's  subjecU  is  th& 
earnest  prayer  of  Your  Majesty's  Petitioners.

I  HAVB  the  honour  to  transmit  to  you  lierenrith  a  copy  of  a  correspondence 
which  has  passed  between  this  department  and  the  Board  of  Treasury,  relative 
to  the  disposal  of  the  sums  arising  from  the  sale  of  Clergy  Reserves  in  Upper 
and  Lower  Canada,  from  which  you  will  perceive  that  the  necessary  directions 
have  been  ^ven  for  investing  in  the  public  funds  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of 
these  Reserves,  jointly  in  the  names  of  Mr.  Hay,  one  of  my  under-secretaries 
of  state,  and  the  Honourable  James  Stewart,  assistant-secretary  to  the  Board 
of  Treasiuy ;  and  Mr.  Sargent,  of  the  Commissariat  Department,  has  been 
directed  to  retain  in  his  hands  the  dividends  from  the  stock  so  invested,  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  the  bills  which  may  be  drawn  upon  the  Board  of  Treasury 
by  yourself  or  the  Governor  of  the  Lower  Province.

With  respect  to  the  OergV  Reserves,  I  have  no  hesitation  whatever  in  statimr 
^that  I  enUrely  concur  with  the  Assembly  in  thinking  that  they  form  a  grraS 
obstacle  to  the  improvement  and  settlement  of  the  province,  without  being  pro- 
ductive of  any  corresponding  advantage  to  make  up  for  the  inconvenience. 
During  the  40  years  the  system  of  making  these  Reserves  has  existed,  the  total 
amount  of  the  income  they  have  afforded  has  not  equaUed  the  expense  incurred 
in  their  management. 

I  find  by  the  abstract  of  the  income' and  expenditure  of  the  corporation  for 
n^anaging  the  reserves  that  the  receipts  durmg  the  last  nine  years  have  not 
averaged  more  than  200  /.  a  year,  and  that  the  whole  of  thqre  sums  have  been 
absorbed  by  the  expenses  of  the  officers  of  the  corporation.  It  is  indeed  stated 
that  a  considerable  number  of  leases  have  been  granted,  and  that  a  yearly 
income  may  be  expected  from  the  land  so  let  of  3,360 1,  currency ;  it  appears, 
"o^ever,  that  this  sum  is  what  b  calculated  upon  as  the  amount  of  the  rent 
which  ought  to  be  obtained,  not  what  has  been  actually  received ;  and  I  fear 
• »  *°^*  *hen  the  expenses  of  management  and  collection  come  to  be  deducted, 

and  the  necessary  allowance  made  for  bad  debts,  the  net  proceeds  would  be 
>  ^'**7  considerably  reduced:  ev(||i  supposing  the  nominal  rent  to  be  collected, it 

would  be  but  a  small  sum  when  compared  with  the  burden  inflicted  upon  the 
colony.  It  seems  mdeed  to  be  proved  by  what  has  been  experienced,  not  ottly 
in  Canada  but  in  the  Australian  colonies,  that  land  in  conntries  where  so  much 
remains  unappropriated  can  only  be  profitably  occupied  by  those  who  have  the 
stimulus  of  personal  and  pennanent  interest.  Hence  the  income  derived  from 
landed  prraerty,  retained  in  the  hands  of  the  Government  for  any  public  pur- 
|k)Be,  is  trifling  compared  to  the  inconvenience  it  occasions ;  the  same  sum  raised 
in  almost  any  other  manner  would  be  much  less  burdensome  to  the  colony. 

Under  these  drcumstances  I  cannot  entertain  a  doubt  that  an  end  should 
immediately  be  put  to  the  system  of  reserving  a  seventh  of  the  waste  lands  in 
Canada  for  the  support  of  a  Protestant  clergy ;  that  which  would  be  an  objec- 
tionable mode  of  raising  a  revenue  for  any  public  purpose  is  itill  more  strongly 
to  be  condemned  as  a  provision  for  the  ministers  of  religion,  since  it  must  have 
a  direct  tendency  to  render  odious  to  the  inhabitants  those  to  whom  their 
good-will  and  afiiection  are  so  peculiarly  needful. 

Such  are  the  considerations  by  whidi  His  Mi^esty's  Government  have  been 
influenced  in  coming  to  the  conduaion  that  the  reteption  of  the  Clergy  Reserves 
in  their  present  state  ia  ineiqiedient    It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  protest  against 
this  conclusion  bein^  construed  into  an  acquiescence  in  the  opinion  ejmressed 
in  a  petition  upon  thu^xubiect,  signed  by  a  considerable  number  of  theinhabi- 
tants  of  the  province,  "  that  any  kind  of  Church  establishment,  drcumstanced 
as  Upper  Canada  is,  is  esaentially  antichristian  and  baneful  to  every  mterest  of 
humanity."    I  am  convinced  that  this  is  a  sentiment  which  the  great  majority 
of  those  by  whom  the  petition  was  signed  would  not  serioudy  mean  to  adopt, 
and  that  in  th«r  eagerness  to  get  rid  of  a  practical  grievance,  they  have  incau- 
tiously sanctioned  speculative  opinions,  which  I  have  no  doubt  that  upon  mature 
^efl^ction  ^er  would  disavow.    Believing  this  to  be  the  case,  I  decline  to  enter 
mto  any  afguSMOt  for  the  purpose  of  renting  an  assertion,  the  justice  of  which 
I  so  entirely  deny.  Nit  is  sufficient  to  repeat  that  His  Midesty's  Government 
have  advised  the  abi^donment  of  tin  Reserves,  for  the  simple  reason,  that  after 
an  experience  of  40  years  they  have  been  found  not  to  answer  the  expectations 
entertained  at  the  time  the  system  was  established,  but  have  entaUed  a  heavy 
burden  upon  the  provioce  without  produdag  any  corresponcBi^;  advantage. 

In  a  sqMurate  despatch  I  have  described  in  detail  the  measure  it  will  be 
neceasaiy  to  adopt  for  the  purpose  of  cauaiog  these  Reserves  to  revert  into  the 
general  mass  of  the  Crown  estate,  when  they  will  be  managed  by  the  same  oflfct 
oers,  aadi^ooniiDg  to  the  Mint  rules.

With 
reference  to  future  grants,  this,  of  course,  would*  be  superfluous ;  but  it  might 
obviate  some  inconvenient  doubts  as  to  the  effect  in  future  of  past  neglects  of 
this  part  of  the  Act  of  1791. 

A  provincial  statute,  embracing  these  provisions,  and  neither  exceeding  nor 
falling  short  of  them  in  any  material  respect,  would,  1  apprehend,  effectually 
set  at  rest  all  the  questions  respecting  the  Clergy  Reserves,  to  which  I  have 
adverted  in  my  accompanying  despatch,  except  in  the  possible,  but  I  trust  very 
improbable  event,  of  either  House  of  Parliament  addressing  His  Majesty  to 
withhold  his  assent.  That,  however,  is  a  contmgency  against  which  no  security 
can  be  taken,  and  upon  which  it  could  answer  no  practicable  purpose  to  spe- 
culate. 

It  remains  to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken,  in  order  to  bring  this 
question  fiurly  under  the  notice  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature. For  that  purpose,  it  will  be  fit  that  they  should  be  invited  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  question  by  a  message  from  His  Majesty.  Anxious  as  I  am  to 
relieve  you  to  the  utmost  possible  extent  irom  responsibility  upon  an  occasion 
of  so  much  gravity  and  importance,  I  enclose  to  you  the  copy  of  a  message  to 
be  transnutted,  in  His  Majesty's  name,  to  both  of  the  Houses  of  the  Provincial 
Legislature. 

The  same  motive  induces  me  to  transmit  to  you  the  draft  of  a  Bill,  which  has 
been  prepared  under  my  direction,  for  carrying  the  views  of  His  Majesty's 
Government  into  effect.  Without  intending  to  fetter  the  discretion  of  the  law 
officers  of  your  Government,  I  must  express  my  earnest  wish  that  the  Bill  might 
be  introduced  in  terms  corresponding  as  closely  as  possible  with  those  of  the 
accompanying  draft. 

I,  am  not  sufficiently  conversant  with  the  usages  of  the  Canadian  Assembly, 
to  venture  to  prescribe  anything  respecting  the  manner  in  which  this  Bill  should 
be  brought  f(Mrward.  If  t  am  not  misled  by  the  analogy  of  English  Parlia- 
mentary proceedings,  I  should  desire  that  the  Act  may  be  introduced  to  the 
notice  of  the  Assembly  by  the  Attcmiey-general,  or,  if  he  has  not  a  E«at  in  that 
House,  then  by  any  offidal  member  m  whose  i^iltty  and  discretion  you  can 
place  adequate  confidence.  Should  the  law  pass,  in  any  form,  you  will  neither 
give  nor  refuse  your  consent,  but  will  reserve  the  Bill  for  the  signification  of  His 
Majediy's  pleasure.  Indeed,  I  conceive  that  to  be  the  proper  course  of  proceed- 
ing in  every  case  in  which  an  Act  of  the  Canadas  is  requhred  to  be  laid  before 
the  two  Houses  of  Parliament.;

Draft  of  a  Bill  to  be  laid  before  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada. 

Wbbreab  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  in  the  Slst  year  of  the 
reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  Geoice  thcThird,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  repeal  certain  parte 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  14th  year  of  His  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  '  An  Act  for  making 
more  eifectual  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America, 
and  to  make  further  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  said  Province,"  it  was  amongst 
other  things  enacted,  that  it  should  and  might  be  lawful  for  his  said  late  Majesty,  his  heirs 
and  successors,  to  authorize  the  governor  or  lieutenant-governor  of  each  of  the  said  pro- 
vinces respectively,  or  the  person  administering  the  government  therein,  to  make,  from  and 
out  of  the  lands  of  the  Crown  within  such  provinces,  such  allotment  and  appropriation  of 
lands  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  Protestant  Sergy  within  the  same  as  may  bear 
a  due  proportion  to  the  amount  of  such  lands  within  the  same  as  had  at  any  time  been 
granted  by  or  under  the  authority  of  His  said  late  Majesty  ;  and  that  whenever  any^grant 
of  lands  within  either  of  the  said  provinces  should  thereafter  be  made  by  or  under  the  autho- 
rity of  His  Majesty,  His  heirs  or  successors,  there  should  at  the  same  time  be  made,  in  respect 
of  the  same,  a  proportionable  allotment  and  appropriation  of  lands  for  the  above-mentioned 
purpose  within  the  township  or  parish  to  Whicn  such  lands  so  to  be  granted  should  apper- 
tain or  be  annexed,  or  as  nearly  adjacent  thereto  as  circumstances  would  admit ;  and  that 
no  such  grant  should  be  valid  or  effectual  unless  the  same  should  contain  a  specification  of 
the  lands  so  allotted  or  appropriated  in  respect  of  the  lands  to  be  thereby  granted,  and  that 
such  lands  so  allotted  and  appropriated  should  be,  as  nearly  as  the  circumstances  and 
nature  of  the  case  would  admit,  of^the  like  quality  a»  the  lands  in  respect  of  which  the 
same  should  be  so  allotted  and  appropriated,  and  should  be,  as  nearly  as  the  same  could  be 
estimated  at  the  time  of  imaking  such  grant,  equal  in  value  to  the  seventh  part  of  the  land 
so  granted ;  and  it  was  thereby  further  enacted,  Aat  all  and  every  the  rente,  profits,  or  emo- 
lumente  which  might  at  any  time  arise  from  such  lands,  so  allotted  and  appropriated  as 
aforesaid,  should  be  applicaole  solely  to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  a  Protestant  clergy 
within  the  province  in  wl^ich  the  same  should  be  situated,  and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose 
rwhatever :  And  whereas,  |in  pursuance  of  the  said  stetute,  divers  tracte  of  land  witnin  thift- 
province  have  been  allott^  and  appropriated  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Pro- 
testant clergy  within  the  tame  :  And  whereas  by  certein  letters  patent,  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  this  province,  bearing  date  the  day  of  in  the  year  his  said  late 

Majesty  King  George  Ui^Third  did  constitute  A.  B.  and  C.  D.  and  their  successors,  to  be 
a  body  corporate  :  And  tthereas  the  said  corporation  have,  in  pursuance  of  the  jiowers  so 
vested  in  tnem  as  aforesaid,  demised  various  parte  of  the  said  Clergy  Reserves  within  this 
province  to  divers  persons  for  terms  of  years,  by  leases,  in  the  name  and  under  the  seal  of 
the  said  corporation,  in  which  leases  divers  sums  have  been  reserved  and  made  payable  as 
by  way  of  rent :  And  whereas  by  a  certein  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britein  and  Ireland,  passed  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  nis  late 
Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  Sale  of  a  oart  of  the 
Clergy  Reserves  in  Uie  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,"  it  is  enacted,  "that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-governor,  or  officer  administering  the 
government  of  the  said  provinces,  or  either  of  them,  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive 
Council  appointed  within  such  province  for  the  affairs  thereof,  in  punuvice  of  any  instruc- 
tions which  may  be  issued  to  such  Governor,  Lieutenant-governor,  or  other  officer  as  afore- 
said by  His  Majesty,  through  one  of  His  principal  Secretaries  of  Stete,  to  sell,  alienate, 
and  convey  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estete  or  interest,  a  part  of  the  said  Cleigy  Reserves

My  Lord,  Upper  Canada,  York;  3  Feb.  1832. 

I  HAD  the  honour  to  receive  your  Lordship's  despatches  of  the  aist  Novem- 
ber (N08.  55  and  66)  on  the  subject  of  Qergar  Reserves,  on  the  24th  ultuno,  the 
day  fixed  for  the  closing  of  the  session.  I  lost  no  time  in  transmitting  the 
message,  a  draft  of  which  was  enclosed  in  No.  66,  to  both  Houses  of  tfie  Pro- 
vincial L^slature,  and  requested  the  Attorney-general  to  move  for  leave  to 
bring  m  a  Bill  to  enable  His  Majes^to  resume  ti&e  lands  s^  apart  for  the  sup- 
port of  a  Protestant  c^efgy.  The  Bill  prioposed  for  adwidon  was  copied  as 
nearly  as  possible  from  the  draft  prepared  under  your  Lordship's  directions. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Assembly,  on  the  mptionof  the  Attorney-general,  are 
annexed,  by  whidi  ypur  Lordship  will  perceive  that  the^re  was  no  disposition 
on  the'  jMurt  of  the  House  to  take  up  the  question  till  ne:^t  session. 

On  Tuesday,  the  24th "^January,  a  few  hours  after  the  arrival  of  youfi^rd- 
ship's  despatches,  I  communicated  to  the  two  Houses  that  I  had  received  de- 
spatches from  His  Majesty's  Government  respeeting  th«i  Clergy  Reserves,  which 
should' be  transmitted  to  them  early  the  foUowii^N^ioniiing.  _    _ 

The  Bill  was  proposed  on  Wednesday,  but  on  finding  that  a  strong  majority 
in  the  JVAembly  would  be  decidedly  against  taking  it  into  immediate  considera-

The  members  were  generally  anxioM-to  ^return  hij^me,  aitd  I  do  nftt  think, 
had  I  prolonged  the  session,  they  could  have  been;  induced  t©  take  up  the

There  are  some  passages  of  your  Lordship's  despatch.  No.  57,  oir^hioh  I 
beg  leave  to  make  tfie  following  remarks.  Your  Lordship  appears  to 
that  there  may  be  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  diargy  Corporation  to  ^ 
from  grantmg  leases :  I  may  assure  your  Lordship  that  as  far  as  the  corporatio^ 
are  concerned  in  this  question,  they  will  in  every  respect  readily  copply  with 
the  wishes  of  His  Majesty's  Government.  They  have,  from  the  period^  of  re- 
ceivmg  then-  charter,  merely  acted  as  agents,  examining  the  pretenswHis  of 
applicants,  and  recommendii^  them  accordingly  trt  the  lieutenant-governor  m 
Council.

You  did  perfectly  right  in  making  a  communication  to  the  two  branches  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  mstruction  much  vou  had  received,  and  of  the  important 
objects  to  which  yaa.  wer^  directed  to  call  theur  attention ;  and  althougn  from 
&e  bte^eriod  of  the  o^cmj^  which  Aose  instructions  reached  yon,  and 
from  other  drcumstances  which  had  occiuied  diDtng~ito~i>rogres8,XiaL  BQt 
surprised  that  the  Le^slature  was  anxious  to  avdd  taking  up  at  that  time  the 
conridersdon  of  such  weigh^  matters,  I  flatter  myself  that  the  two  Houses, 
and  the  peo|de  at  laige,  will  have  seen  in  the  course  which  you  were  instructed 
to  pursue  an  additi<Hul  protrf  of  His  Majesty's  great  anxiety  to  attend  to  all 
questiogas  which  appear  to  affect  the  proqierity  and  wellbeing  of  the  province.

course,  and  that  it  will  require  no  small  tact  to  determine  by  what  practical 
means  thfese  important  objects  can  best  be  attained ;  the  diffusion  of  religious 
feelings  and  motives  of  conduct  is  the  great  point  to  be  aimed  at^  and  His 
Majesty's  Government  must  naturally  feel  anxious  that  these  should  be  as  exten- 
sively as  possible  in  unison  with  the  Established  Church  of  this  country ;  but  it 
.  cannot  be  forgotten,  that  the  condition  of  society  in  such  a  country  as  Upper 
Canada  presents  difficulties  in  the  pursuit  of  this  object  which  are  very  serious, 
and  that  a  aUtie  of  religious  peace  is  above  all  thin^  essential  in  establishing 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  the  efficacy  of  religioua  principles.  Whilst,  there- 
fore, I  admit  without  reserve  my  own  extreme  anxiety  for  the  widest  extension 
of  the  Church  of  England  in  Upp^  Canada,  I  feel  it  to  be  scarcely  less  import- 
ant earnestly  to  urge  the  inexpedisncy  of  seeking  to  promote  that  great  object 
by  aiming  at  the  exclusion  or  repression  of  other  churches. 
*  I  communicate  to  you  these  sentiments  on,  the  part  of  ^the  King's^© vem- 

ment,  with  an  entire  reliance  upon  yoiy:  judgment  and  coincidence  of  views ; 
and  the  present  temper  of  the  majority  of  the  House  of  Assen^bly,  together 
with  the  increasing  iposperity  and  general  tranquillity  of  the  province,  encou- 
rage me  to  entertain  a  sanguine  hope  that  the  present  opportunity,  if  wisely 
and  judiciously  used,  may  lead  to  the  most  itaportant  and  beneficial  results.

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch.  No.  10, 
enclosing  the  copy  of  an  address  which  you  had  received  from  the  House  of 
Assembly  of  Upper  Canada  during  the  last  Session,  praying  that  the  chaplain 
of  the  House  may  be  dismissed  from  his  office,  and  no  other  in  future 
appointed. 

I  have  to  desire  that  you  will  inform  the  House  of  Assembly,  that  in  com- 
pliiince  with  the  wishes  they  have  expressed,  and  with  a  view  of  saving  the 
salary,  which  has  been  assigned  for  the  performance  of  duties  which  it  seems 
are  no  longer  required.  His  Majesty,  in  the  event  of  the  situation  of  chaplain 
becoming  vacant,  will  not  make  any  fresh  appointment.  He  trusts,  however, 
that  the  House  will  acquiesce  in  the  propriety  of  acting  in  the  present  instance

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  transmit  to  you  an  Addresa  to  the  King  from  the  Legis- 
lative Council  relative  to  the  Clergy  jleseries,  in  wjiich  they  express  their  deep 
rjpret  that  the  questions  which  have  heeti  agitated  with  respect  to  the  Clergy 
Reserves  should  continue  unsettled ;  but  CQofiding  in  the  wisdom  and  justice  of 
His  Majesty,  and  of  Parliament,  hope  that  with  as  little  delay  as  ^he  subject

\  have  also'"to  draw  y^ur  Lordship's  attention,  at  the  request  of  the  House  of 
As^mbly,  to  the  resolutions  adopted  Ijy  the  Assembly  in  consequence' of  a  mes- 
sage to  them  from  the  Legislative  Council,  communicating  'the  resolutions 
passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  on  the  Clergy  Rate^es. 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  which  was  passed  by  the  House  of  Assembly  to  dispose  of 
the  Reserves,  and  V^jected  by  the  Le^slative  Councif,  has  bren  forwarded  with 
my  despatch  of  15th  May,  and  is  referred  to  in  the  observations^n  the  rejected 
Bills  noticed  in  the  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  resp^t  to  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Legislative  Council  generally.  ; 

The  subject  of  the  Clergy  R^rves  has  been  so  frequently  brought  before  His 
Majesty's  Government  by  the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly, ^nd 
the  parties  interested  in  the  result  of  this  important  question,  that  il  appears 
only  necessary  for  me  to  state  to  your  Lordship  that  I  am  convinced  no  measure 
will  Im'  ever  concurred  in  by  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  House  of  Asseip- 
bly  that  can  lead  to  a  satisfactor}-  ajppropriation  of  the  proceeds  of  thp  sales' of 
the  lands  reserved  for  the  support  of  the  Protestant  clergy.

given  rise  to  questions,  which,  After  many  years'  agitation  of  them,  are  still  misettled,  not- 
withstanding the  earnest  desirc^of  your  Majesty  and  of  your  Royal  predecessor  to  bring  them 
to  a  Mtisiactory  issue. 

tliV  first  occtsidn  for  discussing  the  intention  and  efi^ct  of  the  statute  referred  to  was 
presented  by  a  claim  advanced  on  the  part  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  to  be  allowed  to  share 
m  the  allotment  of  lands  (*alM  Clergy  Reserves,  which  claim  was  grounded  upon  the  language 
of  the  statute  and  upon  the  alleged  right  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  to  be  recognixed  in  the 
colonies  of  the  empire  as  an  established  church. 

An  opinion  was  not  long  afterwards  publicly  expressed,  that  not  merely  the  Churches  of 
England  and  Scotland,  but  every  denomination  of  Protestants,  without  distinction,  should  be 
allowed  to  participate  in  the  provision.

These  are  in  subgUnce  the  provisions  by  which  public  support  is  ensured  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Protestant  religion  in  thia  Province.     It  will  be  remarked  that  they  are  framed 
with  great  care  and  circumspection,  and  with  an  evident  desire  that  the  provision  should  be 
permanent,  and  commensurate  with  the  growing  wants  of  the  population.     Different  opi- 
End.  a,  in  No,  54.   nions,  as  your  committee  is  aware,  have  been  entertained  respecting  the  power  over  thia  pro- 
viBion  given  to  the  Provincial  Legislature  by  the  41  gt  section  of  the  Act;  some  persons 
conceiving  that  it  extends  only  to  the  repeal  of  those  clauses  of  the  British  statute  which 
authorize  allotments  of  land  to  be  made,  after  which  repeal  any  further  appropriation  of  lands 
for  the  objects  specified  would  from  thenceforth  cease ;  while  others  maintain  that  it  enables 
the  Provincial  Legislature  not  merely  to  interfere  prptpectively,  but  to  repeal  and  undo  as  it 
were  the  effect  and  past  operation  of  the  British  statute,  or,  in  other  words,  to  abolish  at 
any  time  whatever  endowment  -might  be  in  existence  in  consequence  of  the  executed  provi- 
sions of  the  Act,  and  thus  to  lea*6  religion  totelly  and  absolutely  without  public  support  in 
the  colony.     Your  committee  merely  advert  to  the  doubt  which  has  been  raised  on  this 
point,  and  express  no  opinion  upon  it.     It  becomes  the  less  material  to  determin«  which 
^  construction  is  proper,  when  it  is  considered,  that  no  Act  passed  by  this  Legislature  afFectinR 
-  the  Reserves  in  any  manner  can  have  the  force  of  law  unless  it  meets  with  the  approbation 
of  every  branch  of  the  Imperial  Parliament. 

The  eamegt  attention  with  which  the  Sovereign  and  Pariiamept  of  Great  Britain  dcgired 
to  secure  an  adequate  support,  for  a  Proteatant  clergy  within  this  colony  is  especially  worthy 
of  remark,  when  it  is  remembered  that,  in  the  period  which  intervened  between  the  passing 
of  the  statute  14  Geo.  3  and  the  statute  in  (jueatioii,  a  vagt  change  had  taken  place  in  regard 
lo  the  dominions  of  the  Crown  on  this  continent.  A  revolution  had  in  that  interval  deprived 
Great  Britain  of  colonial  possessions  more  exttnsive  and  valunble  than  can  ever  attain  be 
acquired  by  any  nation  in  the  world.

The  result  of  a,  mature  consideratiop  of  the  subject  seems  to  have  led  the  King  and  his 
Parliament  to  the  resolution  of  making  an  adequate  provision  for  the  support  of  religion  and 
to  protect  that  provision  with  scrupulous  care.  / 

At  the  time  this  foundation  was  laid,  Upper  Canada  was  supposed  to  contain  10,000  inha- 
bitants, chiefly  of  British  descent;  the  population  at  present  is  probably  not  less  than 
350,000,  a  small  proportion  of  which  is  contained  in  towns  and  villagies,  and  the  remainder 
dispersed  over  a  country  not  less  in  extent  than  England  and  Wales,  and  inhabiting  about 
300  townships  or  traeU  of  land,  each  of  which  is  neariy  10  miles  square.  Allotments  of 
land,  called  Clergy  Reserves,  have  been  regularly  get  apirt  since  the  passing  of  the  statute 
in  proportion  as  grants  of  land  have  lieen  made  to  individuals,  and  thege  Regerves  have  been 
,  usually  distributed  through  the  townships  in  lots  of  200  acres  each.  For  many  years  these 
lands  produced  little  revenue,  theje  being  no  power  to  alienate  them,  even  if  a  suitable  price 
,  could  have  been  obtained  ;  and  so  long  as  the  Crpwn  was  in  the  course  of  making  gnmU 
Jn  fee  simple,' hitfny  of  them  gratuitously,  and  others  on  the  payment  of ,»  moderate  tee,  to 
almost  every  one  who  applied  for  them,  it  was  not  to  be  expected  that  a  considerable  revenue 
could  be  obtained  from  rents  of  uncleared  lands. 

The  fact  is,  that  although  a  Considerable  number,  of  lots  were  leased,  the  rents  were  very 
tnfling,  -.and  were  irregularly  paid  ;  and  the  few  clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  who  were 
stationed  in  the  Province  were  indebted  to  the  Society  for  Propagating  the  Gospel  in  Foreien 
Parts  for  their  support.'  ,  • 

Things  were  in  this  state  until  some  time  between  the  years  181^  and  1821,  or  nearly  30 
years  after  the  passing  of  the  statute,  when,  for  the  first  time,  as  your  committee  believe  a 
question  was  raised  respecting  the  proper  legal  construction  of  the  Act,  and  the  intention  of 
the  Parliament  in  passing  it ;  ^nd  it  was  in  this  manner  that  the  question  arose.

The  Legislature  of  the  Province  seemed  clearly 
to  apprehend  that  it  could  not  have  been' intended  that  tithes  shoold  be  demandable,  con«i- 
dering  the  provisiort  which  Parliament  had  made  for  supporting  a  Protestant  clergy  by  an 
appropriation  of  landsj*iid  conceiving  that  an  explicit  declaration  to  tliis  effect  ought  to  pre- 
\  cede  any  meagjjre  fi*''aividing  the  Province  into  parishes,  a  short  Act  was  brought  into  the 
Legislature  for  that  purpose,  which  passed  the  two  Houses,  but  being  necessarily  reserved 
for  the  assent  of  His  Majesty,  it  failed  to  receive  attention  in  England  until  the  limited 
^^period  of  two  years  hj»d  elapsed,  and  it  could  not  therefore  become  a  law.  In  the  year  1821  ^ 
a  simirar  Bill  was  passed,  which  being  sent  to  England,  was  assented  to  in  1823,  and  is  " 
printed  in  our  Statute  Book,  page  002*.

3.  That  the  Commissioners  are  all  named  by  "iKfe  Assembly,  one  being  selected  for  each 
district,  12  in  all ;  that  of  these  12,  six  are  members  of  the  Assembly,  and  five  are  persons 
who  were  fcrmerly  in  tlie  Assembly,  but  none  are  members  of  the  Legislative  Council  or 
serving  in  any  department  of  the  Executive  Government.  ' 

4.  That  it  is  provided,  that  the  House  of  Assembly  may.  after  the  Act  is  passed,  at  any 
session  of  the  Legislature,  appoint,  by  vote  of  the  House,  any  person  to  be  Commissioner 

i        instead  01  any  Commissioner  named  in  the  Act ;  a  provision  which  appears  to  your  commit- 
tpe  to  be  so  extraordinarj-,  that  it  cannot  be  necessary  to  enlarge  upon  it. 

6.  That  upon  the  sales  which  the  Commissioners  shall  make  of  them,  the  Government 
are  to  issue  patents  free  of  any  eost,l}iough  no  provision  is  made  for  meeting  the  chaise  of 
preparing  those  patents,  and  though  the  Government  is  to  have  no  control  over  the  prc^eeds 
of  thost  sales.  i 

«.  That  each  Commissioner  is  to  give  security  iu  1,000/.  and  to  have  authority  to  receive 
all  the  monies  (mid  for  Reserves  <old  in  his  district,  of  which  there  are  some  so  valuable 
that  three  or  four  lots  would  produce  a  sum  larger  than  the  whole  extent  of  the' 
security. 

7.  That  the  monies  arr  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Legislature,  for  the  support  and  promo-  . 
-  tion  of  education,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever,  it  being  clearly  stated  in  the  Bill  that 

the  education  spoken  of  is  not  to  include  religious  instruction  or  public  worship  through  the 
mini8tr>-  of  any  clergy  supported  by  this  fund ;  and  it  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  this  measure 
IS  introduced  after  the  Legislature  have  been  for  three  years  entrusted,  by  the  voluhtary 
surrender  of  the  Crown,  with  the  management  of  very  large  tracts  of  land  formerly  set 
apart  expressly  for  the  maintenance  of  schools,  in  the  course  of  which  thi*e  years  not  one 
step  has  been  taken,  nor  any  measure  proposed  for  the  concurrence  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  for  turning  that  liberal  endowment  to  account. 

Upon  these  provisions  of  the  Bill  your  committee  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  enter  into 
any  particular  discussion ;  they  are  merely  pointed  out  to  the  attention  of  your  honourable 
House ;  and  your  committee  omit  to  remark  upon  many  minor  points  in  the  details  which 
struck  them  as  obviously  unadvis&ble  or  improper,  thinking  them  of  slight  importance  in 
companson  with  the  objections  whKh  appear  to  your  committee  to  exist  tcgmtSMke  general  *" 
principles  and  scope  of  the  Bill.  l^^^K 

Your  committee  ^ave  already  stated  that  it  ivas  not  their  intention  tb''iflHK>n  a  dis- 
cussion or  even  upon  a  statement  of  the  arguments  which  have  been  used^^^Hky  be  used 
for  or  against  the  claim  of  right  advanced  by  the  Church  of  Scotland,,  fcr  in  behalf  of  any- 
other  denomination  of  Christians  ;  and,  for  the  same  reasons  for  whicH  they  have  omitted 
this,  they  have  avoided  also  engaging  in  any  discussion  of  the  rAions  for  or  against  the 
maintenance  of  a  religious  establishment,  whether  those  reasons  are  of  general  application 
or  such  as  may  be  deduced  from  the  present  condition  and  future  prospecU  of  this  colony. 
All  these  considerations  are  too  important  to  be  in  their'Miture  overlooked,  and  before  the 
question  now  pending  can  be  finally  decided  by  the  only  competent  authorities,  namely,  the 
King  abd  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  they  must  and  dotAitiess  will  be  maturely  weighed 
and  wisely  and  justly  disposed  of.    To  show  what  has  been  done  and  attempted,  for  the 
purpose  simply  of  presenting  a  connected  view  of  facts  and  proceedings  in  relation  to  this 
interesting  subject,  has  been  the  endeavour  of  the  committee ;  and  the  folldwing  summarv 
deduced  from  what  theyliave  related  more  at  length,  will  perhaps  tend  to  bring  the  whole' 
matter  more  clearly  in  review. 

From  what  the  committee  have  sUted,  it  mill  be  seen  that  His  late  Majesty  King  George 
the  Third,  having  acquired  the  territory  which  now  forms  the  Province  of  Upper  Ganada, 
ga*e  immediate  assurance  of  his  protection  and  support  to  the  preva'ding  leligion  of  the 
country,  which  he  found  established. 

That  Parliament,  a  few  years  after  (1774),  secured  to  the  cleigy  of  that  religion,  by 
statute,  the  full  enjoyment  of  their  accustomed  dues  and  righu,  giving  them  the  sanction  of 
law  for  the  exaction  of  tithes  ;  that  in  the  same  statute  the  jBritirii  Parliament  dechued  their 
intention  of  providing  for  the  encouragement  of  tlie  Protestant  religion,  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  support  ol  a  Protestant  clergy  within  the  Province  of  Canada.  That  this  intention 
was  carried  fully  and  effectually  into  execution  in  the  year  1791,  when  His  Majesty  called 
upon  Parliament,  by  Royal  message,  to  concur  with  him  in  making  a  permanent  appropria 
tion  of  lands,  in  both  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  for  the  maintenance  and  support  ofa  Pi»- 
testant  cleivy,  and  when  Parliament,  in  coniequence  of  that  Royal  mesaage,  declai«d  their 
purpose  of  effectually  fulfilHng  His  Majesty's  gracious  intention,  and  of  providing 
for  the  due  execution  of  the  same  in  all  time  to  come,  and  proceeded  by  the  statute, 
81  Geo.  3,  c.  31,  to  authorixe  the  setting  apart  the  allotment*  of  land  which  form  "  the 
Clergy  Reserves."

^________  Your  committee  conceives  it  must  be  sufficiently  evident  that  no  prospect  whatever  exists 

Fuel.  2.  in  No  rA  °(  effecting  a  final  settlement  in  regard  to  the  Clei]gy  Reserves  by  any  Act  to  be  passed 
■  ''*■  within  the  colony.  Without  contending  for  the  interesU  of  any  particular  Church,  or  assert- 
ing or  denying  the  validity  of  any  claim  that  has  been  advanced,  your  committee  is  most 
desirous  of  impressing  upon  your  Honourable  House  the  propriety  of  interceding  with  His 
Majesty  and  the  British  Parliament  to  bring  this  long  pending  question  to  a  decided  and 
final  termination.  The  continual  agitation  of  the  claims  which  have  been  advanced,  and 
the  indulgence  of  hopes  which  may  or  may  not  be  ultimately  fulfilled,  have  a  most  unfa- 
vourable influence  upon  the  spiritual  and  temporal  welfare  of  the  people  of  this  colony.  The 
difficulty  is  rathe^  increased  tban  diminished  by  delay ;  and  your  committee  is  persuaded 
'  that  no  greater  service  could  be  rendered  by  the  mother  country  to  this  Province  than  tlie 

putting  a  period,  by  an  explicit  and  just  measure,  to  all  further  contesta  and  fruitless 
expectations  in  regiud  to  the  Reserves. 

It  is  obvious  that^o  Act  that  can  be  passed  here  can  be  effectual,  unless  it  meets  the 
'  approbation  of  His  'Majesty  and  both  Houses  of  the  Imperial  Parliament.  With  that 
supreme  authority  it  therefore  rests  to  dispose  of  the  question  ;  and  your  committee  are 
persuaded  that  tne  Legislative  Council  will  not  hesitate  to  declare  their  readiness  to  submit 
with  cheerfulness  toyhatever  course  they  may  think  it  just  to  adopt.  With  this  view, 
your  committee  have  proposed  several  resolutions,  which,  if  they  shall  be  approved  of  by 
the  legislative  Councill  your  committee  recommend  to  be  sent  to  the  Assembly,  for  theii- 
concurrence,  in  order  that  a  joint  address  to  His  Majesty  and  both  Houses  of  Parliament, 
may  bie  framed  upon  theta.  If  the  House  of  Assembly  should  not  concur  in  them,  then  your 
committee  recommend  that  an  address  from  the  Legislative,  Council  should  be  transmitted 
/  to  His  Majesty  and  both  IHouses  of  Parliament,  framed  in  conformity  to  the  resolutions ; 

and  that  a^copy  of  this  r^rt,  and  the  documents  appended  to  it,  should  accompany  the 
address.  ' 

It  has  occurred  to  your  Committee  that  it  may  appear  just  and  reasonable,  that  before 
the  interposition  of  Parlian^ent  is  exercised,  the  legal  claims  which  any  party  may  have 
advanced,  or  may  desire  to  ydvance,  under  the  31  Geo.  3,  c.  31,  should,  if  possible,  be 
decided  upon,  anjj  the  righte\of  all  ascertained  by  the  judgment  of  some  competent  tribunal, 
if  that  can  be  effected.  Upon  that  point,  it  is  material  to  observe,  that  under  a  statute 
^  passed  in  England  so  lately  is  in  August  J883,  a  provision  is  made,  which  it  appears  to 

your  committee  would  completely  meet  tliis  object.  By  the  statute  referred  to  (3  &  4 
Will.  4,  c.  41)  a  tribunal  is  constituted,  called  the  "  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council,"  to  consist  of  the  President  of  His  Majesty's  ^ivy  Council  for  the  time  being,  the 
lord  High  Chancellor,  such  of  the  Members  of  the  Privy  Council  as  hold  any  of  the  offices 
followine,  aamely.  Chief  Justice  W  Judge  of  the  King's  Bench,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  Vice- 

Shancellor  of  England,  Chief  Justice  or  Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas,  Chief  Baron  or 
aron  of  tb«  Court  of  Exchequsu;,  Judge  of  the  Prerogative  Court,  Judge  of  the  High  Court 
oiAdmiraUy,  Chief  Judge  or  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy,  and  all  Memters  of  His  Majesty's 
Privy  Council  who  shall  have  been  president  thereof,  or  held  the  office  of  Lord  Chancellor 
of  Great  Britain,  or  any  of  the  other\offices  before  mentioned,  and  also  any  two  other  Mem- 
bers of  the  Privy  Council  whom  HisyMajesty  may  choose  to  appomt  The  tribunal  thus 
cpmposed  is  to  have  all  the  jurisdiction  incident  to  the  former  Court  of  His  Majesty  in 
Council,  as  a  Court  of  Appeal  from  the  Colonies  and  Plantations,  with  powers  very  consi- 
derably enlarged ;.  and  it  is  expressly  ^acted  in  the  fourth  section  of  the  SUtute,  "  that  it 
shall  be  lawfiil  for  His  Majesty  to  refeA  to  the  said  Judicial  Committee,  for  hearing  or  con- 
sideration, any  such  other  matters  whatsoever  as  Uis  Majesty  shall  think  fit,  and  such 
Committee  shall  thereupon  hear  or  cjinsider  the  sawe,  and  shall  advise  His  Majesty 
therein."

Re.<iolvedV  'fhat  ^s  Ute  Majesty,  King  George  the  Third,  having  beeft  graciously  pleased, 
by  message  t«*lM|^  floUses  Of  Parliament,  to  express  His  royal  desire  to  be  enabled  to 
make  a  permaneht  ajfpiopriation  of  lands  in  this  Province  for  flie  suppirt  and  maintenance 
of  a  Protestant  clergy  within  the  fame,  provision  was  made  for  that  ptirpose  by  Parliament, 
in  the  Statute  passed  in  the  31st  year  of  His  Majesty's  reigu,  ch4>.  31,  by  directing  a 
reservation  of  lands  to  be  made  and  set  apart,  in  the  proportion  of  allTthe  lands  that  should 
be  granted  by  His  Majesty  in  the  said  Province,  and  by  declaring  'that  all  and  every  the 
rents,  profits,  or  emoluments,  which  might  at  any  time  arise  from  such  lands  so  allotted  and 
appropriated  as  aforesaid,  should  be  applied  solely  to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  a 
Protestant  clergy  within  the  Province,  and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatever. 

Resolved,  That  such  allotments  ioA  aDpropriations  as  the  Act  directs  having  been  inade 
from  time  to  time,  and  continuing  to  b«  «et  apart,  under  the  designation  of  Clergy  Re- 
serves, a  claim  was' advanced  in  the  year  1821,  on  behalf  of  the  Church,  of  Scotland,  to  be 
Allowed  to  share  in  those  Reserves',  or  in  the  rents,  profits,  ^r  emolumeiits  to  be  derived 
from  tbem,  which  claim  was  made,  'and  has  been  urged  upon  1 
grounded  on  the  construction  of  the  Statute,  and  on  the  rights  1 
a  Church  established  in  one  part  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Resolved,  That  it  has  been  advanced  by  other  portions  of  ihe  people  of  this  Province, 
that  all  Protestant  denominations  have  a  rignt,  in  common  with  the  Church  of  England,  to 
have  their  clergy  supported  from  the  Reserves  in  question,  and  that  no  exclusive,  right  can 
be  vindicated  under  the  Act,  in  favour  of  any  one  or  more  Protestaht  churches.

Resolved,  That  bv  these  conflicting  claims  and  opposing  views,  in  regard  to  a  subject  of 
■o  great  interest  and  importance,  the  minds  of  His  Majesty's  subjects  in  this  Province  have, 
for  a  long  period,  been  rendered  anxious  and  unsettled  :  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council,  it  is,  for  many  reasons,  much  to  be  desired,  that  a  speedy  and  final  settlement 
should  take  place  of  the  question^  which  have  arisen  upon  the  effect  of  the  enactments 
referred  to.  and  that  it  should  be  plainly,  certainly,  and  Dnnly  established,  to  what  specific  '"' 
objects  the  Clergy  Reserves  sh^kH  'qq  permanently  applied.

Moat  Gracious  Sovereign, 

Wb,  your  Majesty's  dutiiul  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  of  Upper  Canada, 
in  provincial  Parliament  assembled,  humbly  beg  leave  to  represent  to  your  Majesty,  that 
the  proyiaion  made  for  the  support  of  a  Protestant  clergy  in  Uiis  Province^  by  the  SUtute 
pasMd  in  the  31st  year  of  the  reign  of  our  late  moat  gracious  Sovereign,  King  Georg6  the

In  any  measure  of  this  description  we  feel  it  impossible  to  concur ;  and  we  are  relieved 
from  the  apprehension  that  the  Clergy  Reserves  will  be  fever  appropriated  to  objects  not 
-immediately  connected  with  religion  by  the  very  explicit  assurance  conveyed  through  the 
Rigtit  honoufable  the  Secretary  of'  State  for  the  Colonies,  that  your  Majesty  can  never 
consent  to  abandon  the  interests  in  question,  with  a  view  to  any  objects  of  temporary  and 
\  apparent  expediency. 

We  look  upon  these  Allotments  as  the  only  resouree  from  whence  the  ministers  of  religion 
can  ever  derive  public  support  in  this  colony ;  but  while  we  decline  to  take  part  in  any 
measure  which  would  deprive  the  present  and  future  generations  of  advantages,  in  their 
nature  inestimable,  and  wnich  we  consider  it. to  be' among  the  first  and  most  sacred,.dutie8 
olR  a  legislative  body  to  ensure  and  perpetuate,  we  nevertheless  deeply  regret  that  the 
qu^tions  which  have  been  agitated  with  respect  to  the  Clergy  Reserve?  should  continue 
unsMtled,  and  we  think  it  is  for  many  reasons  much  to  be  desired,  that  a  speedy  and  final 
deciilion  should  take  place  of  the  questions  which  have  arisen  upon  the  effect  of  the  statute 
referred  to,  and  that  it  should  be  plainly,  certainly,  and  firmly  established,  to  what  specific 
objects  the  Clergy  Reserves  shall  be  permanently  applied.  Confidins  freely  in  the  wisdom 
and  jlistice  of  your  Majesty  and  of  Parliament,  we  earnestly  hope  that  with  as  little  delay 
as  the  subject  may  admit  of,  such  an  en^tment  may  be  passed  as  shall  not  leave  any  room 
for  dot  ibt  or  question  in  regard  to  the  objects  to  which  the  proceeds  of  the  Clergy  Reserves 
j--^  are  to  be  applied,  and  that,  having  regard  to  the  present  condition  and  future  welfiire  of 

this  cdloBv,  and  maturely  considering  wtatever  has  been  urged,  or  may  be  urged  in  regard 
to  these  Hwerves,  your  Majesty  and  the  Imperial  Parliament  will,  by  some  measure  w^ich 
shall  jpe  final  and  unequivocal,  make  such  an  appropriation  of  them  i^Mtiall  appear  to  be 
most  consistent  with  a  due  regard  to  religion,  to  tne  principles  of  our  conftitution,  and  to  the 
■*"  permanent  welfare  and  tranquilhty  of  the  Province. 

Being  anxious  to  contribute  to  this  desirable  result  by  every  means  in  our  power,  we 
have  applied  ourselves  to  this  important  subject  during  the  present  ^ssion,  for  the  pnrpose 
of  presenting,  m  as  clear  and  connected  a  view  as  we  are  able,  the  questions  which  have 
ariseg^Jn  regard  to  the  Clergy  Reserves,  the  grounds  on  which  they  have  been  raised,<and 
the  measuretli^h^  have  been  taken  in  relation  to  them.  We  have  endeavonrud  to  accom- 
plish this  in  dnra|prt  which  accompanies  this  our  humble  address,  and  in  which  we  have 
desired  carefi|aMD  avoid  entering  into  discussion  or  argument  upon  the  several  questions, 
reposing  witl^Sfttre  confidence  upon  the  wisdom  of  your  Majesty  and  Parliament,  for  t 
just  and  right  decist^,  upon  a  dispassionate  and  impartial  consideration  of  the  existing  law, 
and  the  interests  of  your  Majesty's  subjects  in  this  Province. . 

We  beg  to  renew,  upon  this  occasion,  our  sssurances  of  entire  devotion  to  your  Majesty's 
person  and  government.

8,  c.  tl,  which  relate  to  the  Maintenance  and 
Support  of  a  Protestant  Clergy. 

36.  And  whereas,  by  the  above-mentioned  Act,  passed  in  the  14th  year  of  the  reign  of 
His  present  Majesty,  it  was  declared,  that  the  clergy  of  the  Chureh  of  Rome,  in  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  might  nold,  receive,  and  enjoy  their  accustomed  dues  and  rights  with  respect  to 
such  persons  only  as  should  profess  the  said  religion ;  provided  neverthdess,  that  it  should 
be  lawful  for  His  Majesty,  hn  heirs  or  successors,  to  make  such  provision  out  of  the  rest  of 
the  said  aocustomcd  dues  ai}d  rights,  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Protestant  reUgion,  and 
for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  a  Protestant  clergy,  withii^the  said  Province,  as  he  or 
they  should  from  time  to  time  think  necessary  and  expedient :  and  whereas,  by  His  Ma- 
jesty's IVoyal  instructions,  given  under  His  Majesty's  Royal  sign  manual  on  the  3d  day  of 
January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1776,  to  Ouy  Carleton,  esq.  now  Lord  Dorchester,  at  that 
time  His  Majesty's  Captain-general  and  Govemor-in-chief  in  and  over  His  Majesty's  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  His  Majesty  was  pleased,  amongst  other  things,  to  direct,  "  that  no

districte,  but  that  to  value  will  have  been  acquired  at  the  expense  of  the  real  interest 
of  this  Province,  and  will  operate  to  retard .  that  course  of  general  improvement  which 
Bncl.  a,  in  No.  ^.  u  the  true  source  of  natkmal  wealth.  Your  Committee  are  of  opmion,  therefore,  that  it  may 
be  well  for  the  Government  to  consider  whether  these  lands  c«nnot  be  pemtanently  alienat^, 
subj,ect  to  some  fixed  moderate  reserved  payment  (either  in  qtoney  or  in  grain,  as  may  be 
demanded),  to  arise  after  the  first  10  or  16  years  of  occupation.  They  are  not  pivpimd  fo 
do  more  than  ofiier  this  suggestion,  which  appears  to  them  ito  be  worthy  of  more  careful 
mvestigation  than  it  is  in  their  power  to  give  it;  but  inj  this  or  in  some  such  mode 
they  are  fully  persuaded  the  lands  thus  reserved  ought,  withbut  delay,  to  be  permanentlv 
disposed  of.

Protestant  clergy ;  doubts  have  arisen  whether  the  Act  requires  the  goverooMnt  to  eonfine 
them  to  the  use  of  the  Church  of  England  only,  or  to  allow  the  Church  of  Scotland  to  par- 
ticipate in  them.  The  law  officen  of  the  Crown  have  given  an  opinion  in  favour  of  th^ 
rights  of  the  Church  of  ScotlanoD^to  such  participation,  in  which  your  Committee  entirely 
concur ;  but  the  question  has  also  been  raised,  whether  the  clergy  of  every  denomination  of 
Christians,  except  Roman-catholics,  may  not  be  included ;  it  is  not  for  your  Committee  to 
express  an  opinion  on  the  accuracy  which  the  words  of  the  Act  legally  convey.  They  enter- 
tain no  doubt,  however,  that  the  intention  of  those  persons  who  brought  forward  the  mea- 
sure in  Parliament  was  to  endow  with  parsonaee  houses  and  elebe  lands  the  clergy  of  the 
Churc^f  England,  at  the  discretion  of  the  lociQ  government  j  but  with  respect  to  the  distri- 
bution of  the  DTOceeds  of  the  reserved  lands  eenerally,  they  aire  of  opinion  that  they  sought 
to  reserve  to  the  govenunent  the  right  to  ap^y  the  money,  if  they  so  thought  fit,  to  any 
Protestant  clergy. 

"  The  Committee  see  little  reason  to  hope  that  the  annual  jncome  to  be  derived  from  this 
sonrce  is  likely,  within  any  tisM  to  which  they  can  look  forward,  to  amount  to  a  sufficient 
sum  to  provide  for  the  Protestant  cleiey  o<  these  Provinces ;  b^t  they  venture  to  press  the 
early  consideration  of  this  subject  on  His  Majesty's  Goversmjent,  with  a  view  to  an  adjnst- 
ment,  that  they  may  b«  satisfactory  to  the  Provmce.  Of  thk  principle  on  which  the  pro- 
ceeds from  these  lands  are  hereafter  to  be  applied,  aud  in  deoiding  on  Uie  just  and  prudent 
application  of  these  funds,  the  Government  will  necessarily  be  influenced  by  the  state  of  the 
population,  as  to  religious  opinions,  at  the  period  when  the  decision  is  to  be  taken.  At 
present  it  is  certain  that  the  adherenU  of  the  Chureh  of  England  constitute  but  a  smaU 
minority  in  tbe.  Province  of  Upper  Canada.  On  the  part  of  the  Scotch  Chnreh  claims  have 
been  strongly  urged  on  account  of  its  establishment  in  the  Empire,  and  from  the^umber  of 
its  adherents  in  the  Province.  With  regard  to  the  other  religious  sects,  the  committee  have 
found  much  difficulty  in  ascertainine  the  exact  numerical  proportions  which  they  bear  one 
to  the  other ;  but  the  evidence  has  Ted  them  to  believe,  that  neither  the  adh^ents  of  the 
Church  of  England,  nor  those  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  fonn  the  moat  numerous  religious 
body  within  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada."

Extract  firom  the  Jpumal  of  the  Legislative  Qouncil,  March  16,  1831. 

To  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty. 

Most  gracious  Sovereign, 

Wb,  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  of  Upper  Cajiada, 
in  Provincial  Parliament  assembled,  humbly  beg  leave  to  address  ourselves  to  your  Majesty 
on  a  subject  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  the  future  welfiire  of  this  colony. 

We  oMerve  with  great  concern  the  efforts  which  are  making  in  this  colony  to  inculcate 
the  ppiniop,  that  it  is  an  infringement  of  liberty  to  mfeke  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
ChriatianTeligion,  by  maintaimng^some  form  of'^public  worship,  even  although  such  a  provi- 
sion should  be  made  (as  in  this  Province  it  has  been  made),!  without  imposing  a  buithea 
upon  any  class  of  the  people,  and  without  subjecting  to  an]  civil  disability  those  persons 
inio  pfotess  a  different  faitaj.

Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  31st  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King 
George  the  Third,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  repeal  certain  parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  14S 
year  of  His  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  '  An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision  for 
the  Government  of  the  said  Province,'",  it  was  enacted,  that  it  should  and  might  be  lawful 
for  His  Majesty,  his  heirs  and  successors,  to  authorize  the  Governor  or  Lieutenant-governor 
of  each  of  the  Provinces  thereinbefore  named  respectively,  of  the  person  administering  the 
government  therein,  to  make,  from  and  out  of  the  lands  of  the  Crown  within  such  Provmcea, 
(.uch  allotment  and  appropriation  of  lands  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  Protestant 
clergy  within  the  same  as  might  bear  a  due  proportion  to  the  amount  of  such  lands  within 
the  same  as  have  at  any  time  been  granted  by  or  under  the  authority  of  His  Majesty ;  and 
that  whenever  any  grant  of  lands  within  either  of  the  said  Provinces  should  thereafter  be 
made  by  or  under  the  authority  of  His  Majesty,  his  heirs  or  successors,  there  should  at  the/ 
same  time  be  made,  in  respect  of  the  same,  a  (Proportionable  allotment  and  appropriation  of 
lands  for  the  abo\^e-mentioned  purpose,  withm  the  township  or  parish  to  which  such  lands 
so  to  be  granted  shall  appertain  or  be  annexed,  or^  nearly  adjacent  thereto  as  circamstaoces 
would  admit ;  and  that  no  such  grant  should  be  valid  and  effectual  unless  the  same  should 
contain  a  specification  of  the  lands  so  allotted  and  appropriated  in  respect  of  the  lands  to  be 
thereby  gruiM ;  and  that  such  lands  so  allotted  ana  appropriated  should  be,  as  nearly  as 
the  circumstances  and  nature  of  the  case  would  admit,  of  the  like  quality  as  the  lands  in 
respect  of  which  the  same  are  so  allotted  and  appropriated,  and  should  be,  as  nearly  as  the 
tame  can  be  estimated  at  the  time  of  making  such  grant,  equal  in  value  to  the  seventh  part 
of  the  lands  so  granted :  And  whereas  it  was,  in  and  by  the  said  in  part  recited  Act,  further 
enacted,  that  all  and  every  the  rents,  profits,  or  emoluments  which  might  at  any  time  arise 
from  such  lands  so  allotted  and  appropriated  as  afbresaid  should  be  applicable  solely  to  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  a  Protestant  clei^  within  the  Province  in  which  the  same  should 
be  situated,  and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatever :  And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  Act,  such  proportionable  allotments  and  appropriations  of  lands  as  aforesaid  have  from 
time  to  time  been  reserved  for  the  purposes  therein  mentioned,  which  lauds  are  known  br 
the  name  of  "  the  Clergy  Reserves : '  And  whereas  also  the  Bishop  and  clergy  of  the  Church 
of  England  pretend,  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  meaning  of  the  said  in  part  recited  Act,  to 
have  an  exclusive  right  to  the  said  Reserves,  and  to  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  arising 
from  them,  although,  notwithstanding  such  pretensions,  and  the  liberal  pecuniary  aid  an- 
nually  enjoyed  by  the  ministers  thereof  firom  a  benevolent  society  in  England,  the  number 
of  that  Church  is  exceedingly  small  when  compared  to  the  number  of  some  other  sects  of

incumbents  or  ministers  to  the  same,  and  also  respecting  the  n&nnei'  m  which  such  incum- 
bents or  ministers  shall  hold  and  enjoy  the  same,''  shall  be  subject  to  be  varied  or  repealed 
by  any  express  provisions  for  that  purpoae  contained  in  «n»  Act  or  Acts  which  may  be 
passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  ana  Assembly  of  the  said  I^vinces  respectively,  and  as- 
sented to  by  ILs  Slajesty,  his  heini  or  successors  :  And  whereat  it  is  inezpedient  and  unwise

"  In  consequence  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  aid  heretofore  received  tram  Parliament,  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  appears  to  hove  found  it  impossible  to  maintain 
its  former  establishments ;  and  it  announced  last  year  that  in  Upper  Canada,  where  Oovern- 
ment  had  been  able  to  provide  an  annual  pavment  of  100/.  to  each  missionary  at  present 
employed,  the  present  average  being  200/.,  the  allowances  of  the  society  to  its  missionaries 
would  be  discontinued  after  the  year  1884;  and  that  in  all  the  other  North  American 
colonies  they  wonld  be  reduced,  by  one  half,  after  the  year  1836."

uiterest  to  the  people  of  this  Province ;  that  with  this  view  the  House  has  heretofore  repeaU 
edly  passed  Bills  providing  for  the  sale  of  the  Clergy  Reserves,  and  the  appropriation  of 
the  monies  ansmg  therefrom  to  the  support  of  education,  which  Bills  have  been  rejected 
without  amendment  by  the  Legislative  Council ;  that  with  the  same  view  this  House  has 
repeatedly  made  known,  by  humble  and  dutiful  address  to  His  Majesty,  their  wishes  and 
opinions,  and  the  wishes  and  9pinion8  of  His  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  in  this  Province, 
on  this  highly-important  subject,  and  this  House  takes  this  opportunity  of  declaring  that 
these  wishes  and  opmions,  both  on  the  part  of  this  House  and  of^ their  constituents,  remain 
entirely  unchanged ;  that,  during  the  second  session  of  the  last  Parliament,  his  Eacellency 
the  Lieutenant-ggivemor.  by  message,  infbnned  this  House  that  he  had  received  His  Ma- 
jesbr  s  instructions  to  declare  that  the  representations  which  bad  at  difierent  times  been 
made  to  His  Maiesty  and  his  Royal  predecessors  of  the  prejudice  sustained  by  His  Ma-

of  the  Province,  yet  it  feels  bound  to  detlare  that  this  House  is,  and  always  has  been,  ready 
uid  anxious  to  concur  m  any  just  and  reasonable  measure  whatever,  by  which  the  Clergy 
Reserves  could  be  applied  to  such  useful  purposes  as  would  be  most  advantanpua  to  Hw 
Majesty's  faithful  neople  in  this  Province,  and  most  conformable  to  their  well-koowa 
wishes;  that  this  House  cannot  but  express  ite  confident  hopes,  that  His  Majesty  will  not 
be  mduced  by  any  representation,  whether  secret  or  ojien,  to  depart  from  the  gracious 
mtenUons  which  he  has  been  pleased  to  intimate,  of  complying  with  the  earnest  and 
repeated  solicitations  of  His  Majesty's  faithful  subjecU  in  this  Province  on  that  subject ; 
that  this  resolution  be  laid  before  his  Excellency  the  Lieutenant-governor,  and  that  his 
Excellency  be  requested  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  for  the  Colonies,

I  have  had  the  honour  to  lay  at  the  foot  of  the  Throne  the  address  from  the 
Legislative  Council,  and  His  Majesty  has  commanded  me  to  express  to  you 
His  satisfaction  at  the  expressions  of  attachment  to  His  person  and  govern- 
ment, which  are  contained  in  it. 

The  disposal  of  the  Qergy  Reserves  is,  as  you  have  described  it,  a  question 
of  great  importance.  It  is  a  subject  which  has  been  frequently  under  the 
consideration  of  my  predecessors,  and  to  which  |  have  found  it  necessary  to 
devote  much  of  my  attention  since  I  received  the  seaJs  of  this  department. 
I  am  not,  however,  prepared  ft  the  present  mqment  to  give  you  any  additional 
instructions  upon  it.  jfiowever  much  I  may  ri%ret  the  difference  of  opinion 
betw^p  the  House  of  Assembly  wid  the  Council,  which  prevented  its  settle- 
ment duritag  the  s^aaon  which  has  lately  terminated,  I  cannot  look  u|)on  that 
event  as  precluding  the  possibility  of  a  more  favourable  result  hereafter. 
I  trust  that  in  their  next  session  the  Legislature  will  resume,  and  will  be  ena- 
bled to  conduct  to  a  successful  conclusion,  soiiie  measure  for  ihe  arrangement 
of  this  question.  To  take  any  immediate  step  with  reference  to  your  present 
despatch  and  its  enclosures,  under  such  circumstances,  would  be  premature ; 
and  1  must,  therefoi^,  for  the  present  decline  to  interfere  witlvthe  deliberations' 
of  the  Provincial  L^lature,  by  offering  to  them  any  suggestions  of  my  own 
upon  the  subject  of  the  Clergy  Reserves.

In  th^  controversy,  therefore,  respecting  ecclesiastical  endowments,  which  at 
present  divides  the  Canadian  Legislature,  I  find  no  unexpected  element  of  agita- 
tion, the  discovery  of  which  demands  a  departure  from  the  fixed  principles  of 
the  constitution,  but  merely  the  fulfilment  of  the  anticipations  of  ParUament 
in  1791,  in  the  exhibition  of  that  conflict  of  opinion  for  which  the  statute  of 
that^ear  may  be  said  to  have  made  a  deliberate  preparation.  In  referring 
the'  subject  ttvthe  future  Canadian  Legislature,  the  authors  of  the  Constitutional 
Act  jnust  be  supposed  to  have  contemplated  the  crisis  at  which  we  have  now 
arrived, — ^the  era  of  warm  and  protracted  debate,  which  in  a  free  government 
may  be  said  to  be  4  necessary  precursor  to  the  settlement  of  any  great  prin- 
ciple of  national  policy.  We  must  not  have  recourse  to  an  extreme  remedy, 
merely  to  avoid  the  embarrassment  which  is  the  present  though  temporary 
result  of  our  own  deliberate  legislation. 

I  think,  therefore,  that  to  withdraw  from  the  Canadian  to  the  Imperial  Legis- 
lature the  question  respecting 'the  Clergy  Reserves,  would  be  an  infringement 
of  that  canlinal  principle  of  colonial  government  which  forbids  Parliamentary 
interference,  except  in  submission  to  an  evident  and  well-established  necessity. 

Without  expressing  any  further  opinion  at  present  oii  the  general  objects  of 
the  Bill  of  last  Session,  I  think  the  effect  of  that  Bill  would,  as  it  appears,  have 
been  to  constitute  the  Assembly  not  m^relV  the  arbiters  respecting  tne  disposal 
of  the  frmds  to  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  tliese  lands,  but  the  active  and  inde- 
pendent "agents  in  effecting  those  sales,  and  thus  to  invest  them  with  the 
appropriate  functions  of  the  executive  government.

The  Act  to  which  your  petitionere  refer,  is  an  Act  of  the  late  Lieutenant-ffovemor,  which         v„    c(% 
eitablished  67  rectories  in  this  Province,  according  to  the  estabhshment  of  the  Church  of  g;  p  g'  ^^j  ^^ 
England.entitlingthem  "to  hold  and  enjoy  all  rights,  profits,  and  emoluments,  as  fully  and  LordGlenele, 
amply,  and  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  liable  to  the  19  Oa.  183^. 
performance  of  the  same  duties,  as  the  incumbent  of  a  rectory  in  England."  ' 

Your  petitioners  complain  of  this  Act,  because  it  places  them,  and  all  the  members  of  ^■><^'-  '•'"  ^"•59- 
their  congregations,  in  the  same  state  of  disability,  in  respect  to  the  Church  of  England 
in  this  Provmce,  as  that  in  which  Dissenters  in  England  are  placed  in  regard  to  the  lista- 
||^  blished  Church  there ;  because  they  conceive  the  said  Act  is  a  violation  of  the  articles  of 
the  Treaty  of  Union,  which  entitles  them,  in  a  British  colony,  to  an  equal  communication 
of  all  rignts,  privileges,  and  advantages,  equally  with  the  subjects  of  England ;  because 
the  Royal  message  to  the  Provincial  Legislatures,  in  the  year  1832,  recognized  "  the  just  ( 

claims  "  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  while  the  Bills  passed  m  both  Houses  of  the  Upper  Pro- 
vince in  1835,  consequent  on  said  message,  formally  or  expressly  set  aside  the  claims  of 
the  Chureh  of  England  to  dominancy  or  exclusive  endowment. 

Your  petitioners  willingly  admit  that  the  civil  disabilities  with  which  tlie  Act  complained 
of  afiects  them,  are  partially  mitigated  by  the  provincial  statutes  on  tithes  and  marriage ; 
yet,  as  your  petitioners  believe  that  an  undefined  power  is  still  left  to  the  ministers  of  the 
vfehurch  of  England  by  said  Act,  they  are  the  rather  called  on  earnestly  to  petition 
against  it. 

May  it  therefore  please  Your  Majesty  to  institute  an  inquiry  into  the  matter  of  which 
your  petitioners  complain,  and  to  revoke  the  Act  by  which  tlicir  proper  status  and  equal 
rights  have  been  invaded ;  or,  if  this  cannot  legally  be  done,  by  Royal  authority  to  give 
effect  according  to  these  premises  to  such  Acts  of  the  Imperial  and  Provincial  ,L^i<lature« 
as  may  be  proper  to  reihedy  the  same.

WB,Your  MaJMtv's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  clergy  of  the  Established  Chureh  End  «  in  No 
in  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  convened  under  authority  of  our  Archdeacons,  beg  leave 
to  approach  Your  Majesty  with  this  our  humble  prayer,  on  matters  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  the  future  welfare  of  this  colony. 

^  beg  to  represent  that  the  province  of  Upper  Canada  is  now  in  a  great  measure  peopled 
by  ebiigranU  from  tlie  mother  countiy,  comprising  many  families  of  the  highest  r^pecta- 
bihty,  and  a  vast  proportion  of  sincerely  devoted  adherents  of  the  Chureh  of  England -that 
thousands  of  similar  condition  and  with  the  same  principles  are  arriving  and  settling  in  this 
province  every  year,  and  that  in  consequence  of  the  rapid  flow  of  emigration  to  this  fast  im- 
nrovinn  country,  a  proportionate  increase  of  the  numbers  and  efliciency  of  the  Chureh  of 
England  is  reasonably  anticipated. 

Inpranf  of  the  justice  of  this  expectation,  we  most  dutifully  represent  to  Your  Majesty 
«jat  the  most  earnest  and  reiterated  applications  have  been  made  for  many  years  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  diocese,  from  almost  every  comer  of  this  immense  country,  for  the  settlement 
amongst  them  of  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England ;  but  with  these,  from  the  want  of 
funds  for  their  support,  it  haa  been  found  impossible,  in  all  except  a  very  few  instances  to

Until  the  year  1813,  the  ministrations  of  the  Chnreh  of  England  in  this  diocese  had  been 
wholly  provided  by  th6  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  (fospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  aided 
by  an  annual  grant  from  Your  Majesty  in  Parliament;  but  in  consequence  of  the  discon- 
tinuance of  this  allowance  the  society  have  been  foroed  to  withdrew  from  the  denry  of  this 
Province  the  whole  of  the  stipend  which  they  had  formerly  allotted.  Your  Maesty'sGovem-

Sir,  ' 

Amongst  the  questiouB  to 'wUch  your  attention  will  be  called  upon  your 
arrival  in  Upper  dnada,  one  of  th«  most  important  ja  t)iat  which  reUtea  to  the 
pTOTiBioil  for  the  maintenance  and  difiirion  of  Chrirtian  knowledge  ahwgbttat 
the  incteaaing  population  of  the  pKwJnce.        _  .♦^♦,«.  u.  n^ 

This  BuWect  haa  receiitly  enj^^ed  much  of  the  pubUc  attenton  to  Wpp* 
Canada,  witti  rrfere^ce  to  Ae  recent  beneficial  ^tpropriatloa  of  ttrt  tan*  set 
^^'the  Actof  1791  fot  tellgiota"  l»n*I«Mi,  and  known  bjr  tbe  name  «*" 
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tion  could  fail  to  produce  QonBlderable  controversy  and  excitement,  or  that  its        No.  67. 
settlement  could  be  accomplished  without  serious  difficulty^     I  entertain^  how-  Lord  Qlenelg  to 
ever,  a  confident  hope  that  some  plan  may  at  an.  earfy  period  be  agreecTto,  by  \l^'^„ 
which  the  difficulties  which  have  hitherto  opposed  a  satisfiactory  acyustment  of  . 

the  conflicting  claims  of  various  religious  denpminatiAns  may  be  removed,  and 
_«i«i  adetfUate  provision  be  made  for  n^eeting,  on  coalbrehensive  principles,  the 
*  religious  wants  of  the  great  body  of  \he  inhabitanto.^ 

I  regret  that  the  agitated  question  of  the  endowment  of  57  rectories  in  the 
commencement  of  the  year  1836  has  introduced  a  new  element  of  dissension, 
"ree  comeiKS^dence  which  has  taken  place  between  Her  Majesty's  Govemmtot 
and  y6ur  predecessor  on  this  subject  will  place  you  fully  in  imssession  of  the 
Jacts  of  this  case.  How  far  the  view  orjginally  taken  of  that  subject  Ijy  the  laW 
officers  of  the  Cro^m  may  be  altered  when  they  shall  have  maturely-  considered 
the  expkmations  which  have  recently,  for  the  first  time,  reached  me,  as  to  the 
^unds  on  which  the  lieutenant-governor  and  Executive  Council  really  pro- 
<:eeded,  I  am  at  present  uoable  to  state.  In  the  meantime,  however,  before  I 
can  receive  their  Report,  I  think  it  right  to  acquaint  you  with  the  view  which  I 
at  present  entertain  of  the  course  which  it  may  be  desirable  to  pursue  with 
reference  to  this  subject. 

The  House  of  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada,  as  appears  from  their  Journals  of 
the  9th  February  1837,  adopted  a  series  of  resolutions  relative  to  these  endow- 
ments, of  which  the  sixth  dedlared,  "  That  this  House  regards  as  JnviolaSlle  the 
.rights  acquired  under  the  patents  by  which  rectories  have  been  endowed,  and  ^ 
cannot  th"terefore  either  invite  or  sanction  any  interference  With  the  rights  Jthus 
established."  .On  the  part  of  Her  Majesty  s  Executive  Government,  I  ci^im)t      ' 
u    hesitate  to  avow  our  entire  adoption  of  the  principle  by  which,  this  resolution 
was  dictated.    Although  the  endowments  of  the  rectories  in  thi?  year  1836  did 
not  take  place  with  tiie  p|«vious  concurrence  or  knowledge  of  the, present 
Ministers  of  tiie  Cr^ni,  yet,  as  they  appear  to  have  been  made  at  least  under  ,    , 
a  presumed  authority  from  the  Secretai^  of  State,  and  as  considerable  time  has     ' 
now  elapsed  since  the  parties  were  put  in'^'possession  of  the  lands,  I  'should  - 
much  regret  to  be  compelled  to  disturb  that  settlement,  or  to  dispossess  the    ^> 
clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  of  the  lands  which  have  been  assigned  for  their 
m^tenance.  • 

Should  the  legal  right  now  appear  to  the  law  officers'^f  the  Crown  to  be 
indefeasible,  no  practiral  question  will  of  course  remain  for  the  decision  of  the 
Government ;  but,  even  on  the  contrary  supposition,  I  feel  that,  with  the  cori-  ' 
currence  of  the  local  legislature,  the  endowments^  which  have  actually  beea 
made  might  be  ratified  in  connexion  with  some  general  scheme  for  the  fiituije 
appropriation  of  the  Clergy  Reserves  which  would  satisfy  the  reasonable  claim 
of  other  denominations  of  Christians.  As  a  basis  of  such  a  settlement  I  would 
propose  that,  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  thp  right  of  the 
Church  of  England  to  the  endowments  of  January  1836  should  be  acknowledged 
and  ratified.  I  would  further  suggest  that  this  measure  should  be  accompanied  . 
by  a  l^islative  declaration  that  the  establishment  and  endowment  of  rectories 
in  the  province  shall  not  be  construed  to  confer  any  right  to  exercise  aliy 
ecclesiastical  or  spiritual 'power  whatever,  "  except  over  the  members  of  the 
Church  of  England."  I  quote  these  words  from  the  resolutions  of  the  Assembly 
of  the  9th  of  February  1837,  to  which  I  have  already  referred.  That  House, 
'  indeed,  proposes  that  this  declaration  should  proceed,  not  from  the  local  Legis- 
lature, but  from..Parliament.  But  I  conceive  that,  if  the^arrangement  I  suggest 
ilhould  meet  with  general  acceptance,  tl^ere  will  be  no  dimcultv  in  obtaining  an 
Act  of  General  Assembly  for  the  purpose,  and  that  the  interference  o|  Parlis'- 
ment  in  the  internal  af^irs  of  the  province  may  thus  be  avoided. 

In  the  next  place,  I  have  to  refer  you  to  my  despatch  to  Sir  F.  Head,  of  the 
7th  of  Septonber,  (No.  231,)  in  which,  and  in  the  enclosures  accompanTing  '\t, 
will  be  found  an  explanation  of  the  system  ealtttrlia^ed  on  my  advice  oy  his  late 
Migestv,  for  providing  for  the  rdigious  instructidii  M^  the  inhabitants  of  the 
^uatnukn  colonies.  I  do  not  here  enter  into  the  detafls  of  that  measure,  with 
wUch  you  are  already  fiuniliar,  but  I  confine  myself  to  the  statement  that  the 
general  principle  of  it  is,  that  the  contributions  of  the  State  towards  the  support 
of  the  diffnreDt  CSiriitian  conmwMona  should  be  regulated  by  the  extent  of  the 
Tohiptary  effottoi  which  the  membow  of  each  ahoida  make  for  the  promotion  of

I  HAVE  laid  before  lord  Glenelg  yourletter  of  the  asth  instant,  transmitting 
a  naemorandum  on  the  subject  of  the  Qewfy  Reserves  in  Upper  Canada,  for  hS 
Lordship's  consideration ;  and  I  am  to  inform  you  in  ifeply,  that  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  so  far  as  the  adjustment  of  thU  question  depends  on  them,  would 
willingly  concur  in  any  settlement  of  it  which  the  two  branchea  of  th?provin. 
aal  legislature  might  concur  in  adopting  as  best  calculat^  to  promote  the 
utfcrest  of  religion  and  education  in  tiie  province.    Should  the  satisfoctory 
adjustment  of  it  be  facilitated  as  you  anticipate,  by  securing  to  each  teom- 
munion  tiie  ftdl  extent  of  aid,  which  is  at  present  afforded  to  it.  Her  Majesty's 
Government  would  not  entertain  the  slightest  objection  to  such  an  arrange- 
ment   On  the  other  hand.  Lord  Glenelg  would  distinctiy  disclaim,  on  the  part

My  Lord,  21  September  1838. 

In  compliance  with  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  the  30th  March,  No.  48, 
communicating  the  copy  of  an  Address  agreed  to  by  the  House  of  Lords  on 
the  20th  March  1838,  requesting  certain  Returns  relative  to  the  Clei^  Reserves 
and  rectories  tn  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  respectively,  and  desiring  me  to 
furnish  you  wtlh  information,  so  far  as  the  province  of  Upper  Canada  is  con- 
cerned, I  have  now  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  Lordship  hereyrith  the 
following  Returns : — 

1st.  The  Return  from  the  Crown  Lands  Office,  showing  the  amount  of  Clergy 
Reserves  sold  in  Upper  Canada  in  each  year  since  1827,  and  the  number  of 
acres  sold  in  each  year ;  the  total  amount  for  which  they  wer^  sold ;  the  total 
amount  of  money  received  in  each  year  upon  such  sales,  distinguishing  prin- 
cipal from  interest ;  the  disposal  of  sums  received  on  account  of  principal  and- 
interest,  and  the  total  amount  invested  or  paid  over. 

2d.  The  Receiver-general's  account  of  monies  received  by  him  from  various 
sources,  and  of  payments  made  therefrom  for  the  si\pport  of  the  I^testant 
clergy  within  Upper  Canada,  in  ^iach  year  from  1827  to  1837  indusive, 
respectively. 

3d.  The  Surveyor-general's  statement  of  \he  rectories  created  in  Upper 
Canada,  with  an  account  of  the  lands  assigned  to  each. 

4th.  Statement  of  the  salary  paid  to  each  of  the  incumbents  of  rectories  in 
Upper  Canada  by  warrant  on  the  Receiver-general. 

From  these  Returns  your  Lordship  will  gather  all  the  information  whidi  this 
Government  can  afibrd  in  answer  to  the  requisition  of  the  House  of  Lords. 

Upon  one  of  the  heads  of  inquiry,  the  infontotion  can  only  be  officially  fur- 
nished by  the  proper  department  in  London,  Vhere  the  amouRt  of  the  proceeds 
of  successive  sales  of  clergy  lands  is  from  time  to  time  understood  to  be  vested 
in  the  public  funds.  ...  n 

The  officer  receiving  such  proceeds  in  this  province  pays  ^he  amount  each 
year  into  the  military  chest,  under  the  authority  of  a  despatch  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  dated  8  April  1831.

That  although,  in  the  opinion  of  your  memorialists,  the  operation  of  the  Act  for  the 
appropriation  of  the  Clergy  Reserves,  as  understood  by  themselves,  could  not  possibly 
prove  a  grievance,  but  a  Messing  of  the  highest  order  to  the  community,  they  do  not  new 
without  pain  and  aniiety  the  pditical  disquiet  and  religious  animosity  to  which  the  agita- 
tion of  tfcsquestion  has  nnha^y  given  rise,  and  that  they  are  most  desirous  of  its  adjust-  ^ 
ment  upon  some  basis  which  may  ensure  the  peace,  as  well  as  preserve  the  reUgious  mterests 
of  the  country. 

That,  from  the  influence  of  conflicting  prejudices  and  interesto,  your  memoriahsts  ars-* 
firmly  of  opinion  that  an  impartial,  equitable,  and  satis&ctory  adjustment  of  the  question  of 
the  Cleigy  Resierves  cannot  be  expected  from  the  Provincial  Le^ature. 

That  your  memorialists,  not  deeming  themselves  competent  to  make  any  coiWMaion 
which  niy  compromise  or  appear  to  compromise  in  any  degree  the  inteiesU  of  the  Church 
and  their  successore  in  the  mmistry,  eamesUy  prey,  for  the  sake  of  peace,  a  judicial  decuion 
of  the  question  before  a  competent  tribumd,  either  the  Judges  of  England  or  the  judicial 
branch  of  Her  Majesty's  most  Honourable  Privy  Council;  or  should  this  thmr  honest 
prayer  be  found,  after  every  effort,  Unavailing,  that  then  an  Act  be  passed  by  the  ProvinciiU 
tSslature,  reinvestmg  the  Clergy  Reserves  in  the  Queen  m  Parhament,  to  be  appropnated 
forthe  support  of  a  PJotestant  deigy  in  this  provmce,  according  to  the  spint  and  intention 
oftheCotistitutional  Act.  ^ 

^--"Wherefore  your  memorialist  most  earnestly  solicit  your  Lordship  to  interpose  tM  in- 
fluence of  your  high  station  iii  behalf  of  this  their  prayer. 

That  the  Divine  wisdom  and  blessing  may  direct  the  consultations  of  your  Loif  ship  t6 
the  glory  of  God  and  to  the  good  of  his  people,  is  the  fervent  prayer  of  the  clergy  «Jf  Upper 
Canada.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch  of  the  Lord  Glendg  to 
28th  November  last,  No.  95,  transmitting  an  address  to  me  from  the  Bishop    »•'  o.  Arthor, 
of  Montreal  and  clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  in  Upper  Canada,  praying 
fpr  a  judicial  decision  of  the  question  respecting  the  clergy  reserves,  either  before 
ihe  Judges  of  England,  or  before  the  Judicial  Committee  of  Her  Majesty's  Privy 

Council. 

In  reply  I  have  to  inform  you,  that  a*  Her  Majesty's  Government  see  no

The  strongly  excited  feelings  to  which  the  long-agitated  question  of  the  clergy   ^^^JjJt^^., 
reserves  has  given  rise  in  the  province,  have  sensibly  impaired  that  social  harmony  Speech,  117  Febru- 
which  may  be  classed  among  the  first  of  national  blessings,  and  have  augmented  ary  1839. 
the  hopes  of  the  enemies  of  the  country,  in  proportion  as  they  have  created  divi- 
sions among  its  defenders.    It  is  fuunful  to  reflect,  that  a  provision  piously  and 
munificently  set  apart  for  the  maintenance  of  reUgious  worship,  should  have 
become  the  cause  of  discord  among  the  nrofessors  of  the  same  feith,  and  servants 
of  the  same  Divine  Master ;  and  1  feel  that,  on  every  account,  the  settlement  of 
this  vitally  important  question  ought  not  to  be  longer  delayed.      I  therefore 
earnestly  exhort  you  to  consider  how  this  desirable  object  may  be  attained,  and 
I  confidently  hope,  that  if  the  claims  of  contending  parties  be  advanced,  as  x 

I  trust  they  will,  in  a  spirit  of  moderation  and  Christian  charity,  the  adjustment 
of  them  by  you  will  not  prove  insuperably  difficult.  But  should  all  your  efibrts 
for  the  purpose  unfiappily^i^,  it  will  then  only  remain  for  you  to  re-invest 
these  reserves  in  the  hands  of  the  Crown,  and  to  refer  the  appropriation  of 
them  to  the  Imperial  ParUament,  as  a  tribunal  free  from  those  local  influences 
and  excitemento  which  may  operate  too  powerftdly  here.  My  ardent  desire  is, 
that,  keeping  in  view  as  closely  as  you  can  the  true  spirit  of  the  object  for  which 
these  lands  were  originally  set  apart,  this  embarrassing  question  may  be  settled 
on  equitable  principles,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  community  at  large,  and 
conducive  to  (ht  diffusion  of  religion  and  true  piety  throughout  the  province.

Mr.  Prince^  being  to  reinvest  in  Her  Majesty  the  lands  set  apart  for  a  I^testant 


lie  former  of  these  Bills  has  been  read  twice,  and  been  in  Committee  of  the 
whole  House,  who  have  reported  progress,  and  obtained  leavci  to  sit  t^nin ;  the 
latter  has  not  yet<gone  beyond  its  first  reading.

To  the  Hoaour^bie  the  Cotamons  Houie  of  Agsembly  in  Provincial  Parliament

The  Co-nmittee,  to  whom  wai  referred  that  ptut  of  bis  Excellency's  opening  Speech  which 
related  to  the  Clergy  Reserves,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  Report : 

That,  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  anxious,  if  possible,  to 

suggest  some  measure  which  might  be  acceptable  to  the  community,  keep  in  view  the  spirit 

.  of  the  object  for  whieh  the  reserves  were  set  apart,  and  avoid  the  excitement  of  any  feeungt 

on  this  most  difficult  topic,  your  Committee  determined  to  Commence  aad  prosecute  tikeir

Thcfr  first  object  was  to  fix  on  some  leading  principles  as  the  basis  of  the  plan  they  misht

Second. — The  funds  in  which  the  proceeds  of  all  sales  should  be  invested.

Fourth. — The  mode  by  which  such  apprq^ation  Should  be  carried  into  emet.

whereas  of  these  allotments  of  land,  gome  portions  have  been  demised  by  his  said  late 
Majesty  or  his  successors  for  term  of  years,  and  other  portions  have  been  from  time  to 
time  sold  under  the  autliority  of  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  passed  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  years  of  the  reign  of  his 
late  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  Sale  of  a 
part  of  the  Clergy  Reserves  in  the  Province  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,"  under  the 
provisions  of  which  Act  the  monies  accruing  from  sucn  lands  sold  are  to  be  appropriated,

Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  31st  year  of*  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King 
George  the  Third,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  repeal  certain  ports  of  itn  Act  passed  in  the 
14th  year  of  his  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  '  An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  Provision 
for  the  Government  of  the  Provmce  of  Quebec  in  North  America,'  and  to  make  further  Pro- 
vision for  th(t^veniment  of  the  said  Province,"  it  was  enacted,  that  it  shoiSld  and  might 
be  lawful  for  his  Majesty,  his  liiirs  and  successors,  to  authorize  the  Governor  or  Lieutenant- 
governor  of  eajtf  of  the  provinces  hereinbefore  nam^d  respectively,  or  the  person  admi- 
nistering the  government  therein,  to  make,  from  and  out  of  the  lands  of  the  Crown  withih 
such  province,  such  allotment  and  appropriation  of  lands  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
a  Protestant  clergy  within  the  same,  as  might  bear  la  due  proportion  to  the  amount  of  such 
lands  within  the  same,  as  have  at  any  time  beenlgrarited  by  or  under  the  authority  of  his 
Majesty,  and  that  whenever  any  grant  of  lands  within  either  of  the  said  provinces  should- 
thereafter  be  made,  by  or  under  the  authority  of  his  Majesty,  his  heirs  or  successors,  there 
should  at  the  same  tmie  be  made  in  respect  of  the  same  a  proportionable  allotment  and

tained in  any  Act  or  Acts  which  may  be  passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of 
the  said  provinces  respectively,  and  assented  to  by  his  Majesty,  his  heirs  and  successors: 
And  whereas,  by  a  mesaige  to  both  Houses  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  bearing  date  the 
25th  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  '1832,  his  Excellency  Major-general  Sir  John 
Colbome,  k.c.b.,  signified  to  both  Houses  his  Majesty's  most  gnicious  invitation  to  con- 
sider hrfW  far  the  powers  given  to  the  Provincial  Legislature  by  the  Constitutional  Act,  to

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a  DESPATCH  from' Lieutenant-Governor  Sir  G.  Arthur,  k.c.h.,  to 
the  Marquess  of  Normanby,  dated  Toronto,  8  June  1839. 

My  Lord,  " 

In  my  Despatch  (No.  IIOW  apprized  your  Lordship  of  the  circumstances 
under  which,  after  magy  weeks  spent  in  fruitless  and  unsatisfactory  discussions, 
a  Bill  for  the  disposal  of  the  whole  of  the  clergy  reserves,  and  for  the  subsequent 
appropriation  of  thefr  proceeds,  by  the  Imperial  Parliament,  to  religious  pur- 
poses, was  at  length  agreed  upon  by  both  Houses  of  the  Provincial  Legislature, 
at  nearly  the  last  moment  of  the  session.  ' 

Having  transmitted  this  Bill  to  your  Lordship,  in  conformity  to  the  42d 
section  of  the  Constitutional  Att,  I  shall  now  proceed  to  submit  for  your 
Lordship's  consideration  some  remarks  upon  this  very  important  measure, 
confining  myself  principally  to  the  investigation  of  facts,  and  abstaining,  as  far 
as  possible,  from  any  expression  of  opinion  upon  those  great  pointttMvhich  Her 
Majesty,  with  the  advice  of  Her  Parliament,  will  consider  and  dispo^j^f  m  the 
niann^  most  conducive  to  the  temporal  peace  and  concord,  as  well  as  the  eff§ 
tual  advancement  of  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  loyal  people  who  occu] 
{wrtion  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions. 

By  the  Act  14  Geo.  3,  c.  83,  regulating  the  government  of  the  ok  .^_ 

vince  of  Quebec,  and  securing  to  the  Roman  Catholic  subjects  of  the  Crown  Si 

■  that  colony  the  free  exercise  of  their  religion,  ^nd  to  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of 

Rome  all  their  accustomed  dues  and  rights  from  the  members  of  that  Church,  a 

,.  ri^ht  was  expressly  reserved  to  the  Crown  of"  making  such  provision  out  of  the 

'   said  accdbtomed  dues  and  rights  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Protestant  reUgion, 

and  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  a  Protestant  clergy,  as  might  be  thought 

from  time  to  time  necessary  and  expedient." 

In  the  year  1791,  when  the  King  was  pleased,  with  the  advice  of  Parliament, 
to  confer  on  this  province  its  present  form  of  government,  and  separate  it  from 
the  French  settlements  in  the  eastern  parts  of  the  old  province  of  Quebec, 
now  known  as  Lower  Canada,  it  was  determined  to  provide, ^,^^|uJiberal 
endowment  of  land,  for  the  support  of  the  Protestant  reUgion  ^j'SOEHHlrva- 
tion  WW  accordingly  directed  to  be  made  of  a  portion  of  the  <fvP^iiwids 
equal  in  quantity  to  a  seventh  part  of  the  lands  granted  throughout  the  pro- 
„  yince.  The  lands  so  ordered  to  be  set  apart,  and  subsequently  called  clergy 
reserves,  were  to  be  permanently  appropriated  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  a  Protestant  clergy,  and,  as  the  Declaratory  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature passed  a  few  years  since,  intituled,  "  An  Act  relative  to  the  Right  of 
Tithes  within  this  Province,"  fully  shows,  were  intended  to  be  substituted  for

jiurauance  of  this  provision  of  the  Constitutional  Act,  lands  have  from,  time

^in  ine  refereni;^  of  this  important  matter  to  the  wisdom  of  Parliament  a  preli- 
mmary  question  presents  itself  for  consideration,  viz.,  whether  religion  is  to  be 
sustained  in  this  province  by  an  inalienable  endowment  of  land,  or  by  an  endow- 
ment in  money  funded  in  national  or  other  public  securities,  and  to  be  produced 
at  the  present    state  of  settlement  and  cultivation  by  the  sale  of  the  lands 
reserveti^ithin  the  several  townships  of  the  province. 

With  nspect  to  a  fixed  endowment  in  land,  the  chief  advantage  to  be  derived 
from  it  appears  to  consist  in  the  incraasing  revenues  which  land  would  yield  aa 
the  country  advanced  in  cultivation  imd  wealth,  and  in  the  number  o^ta  inha- 
bitants. Such  increase  of  profits  or  emoluments  would  be  found  J^|par  some 
sort  of  proportion  to  the  growing  wants  of  the  people  for  spiritual  insstruction. 

LooldiU[  beyond  the  present  age,  and  to  the  period  when  this  country,  instead 
of  400 ,0(^,  jnay  oontain  4,000,000  souls,  we  may  feel  assured  that  lands  whidb 
now  produce';|^early  rent  of  5«.  will  a  century  h«nce  yield  20*.  or  304.  per  acre, 
aodthat  lands  which  would  not  now  sell  for  mone\han  10«.  or  15«.  per  TCfewill 
then  be  worth  nearly  aa  many  pounds. 

But  there  is  another  advantite  in  an  endowment  in  land,  which  arises 'fiftm  its 
security.  While  funded  pi^pc^is  frequently  liable  to  ^reat  and  sudden  fluc- 
tuations in  value,  to  losses,  and  e^n  sometimes  fi$  ruin,  land  remains  a  sure  and' 
never-failing  in^is  of  aapport,  which  in  the  lapse  of  many  ages  oait'be  but 
momentarily  afuitald  by  .tnivicissitudat  of  the  seaans,  or  by  the  embarrasaments 
resulting  to  naU^Ppffrum^  vicious  and  ill-regulated  currency,  or  the  excessiva 
developments,  penodically  recurring,,  of  a  speculative  oqramercial  spirit 

A,ntong  the  schemes  of  settlement  brought  forward  in;the  progress  of  the  dis- 
cussion at  the  re<^|li|Mi<>i^>  ^  middle  course,  betwe<^Mn  entire  alienation  of  the 
land  and  a  mere  fWded^^rovision  for  tfii^aintenapc^W  religioB,was  suggested, 
having  it  in  view  to^sign  small  pf>rtidn^<  of  1m((1  to  the  ministejji  of  n^gion<^in 
each  township,  as  glebes,  and  providing  UiBm  with  stipends  ^roi  thqirevemies 
derivable  from  the  sales  of- the  remaindjMMf^iiliXeserves.

A  departure  has  been  already  made  from  the  onginal  scheme  for  aupporting 
the  cleq;y  by  meana  oi  the  reata  and  profits  of  the  reserved  landa,  and  of  theae 
lands  mraky  one-fourth  part  haa  been  sold. 

It  \Mk  atoo.  been  oonaidered  fay  Her  M^ty'g  Government  that  the  dargy

land, ia  the  revenuea  ariaing  from  the  salea  of >fae  reserves,  and  the  Deqiatchea 
from  the  Cdimial  Oflioe  .contain  repeated  ^^reaalons  of  the  aoxiaty  W».\tj 
ijgLMjQeati^aMinisteii^  tM-  noL^^^^  GhHrchjaL  SoQtlaait.  bat  the  otlwr- 
communitiea  of  Christiana  witfaii;^  the  province,  should  receive  frmn  the 
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ftinds  produced  by  the  sales  an  assistance  proportioned  to  their  growing  wants 
and  donands. 

The  Bill  transmitted  to  your  Lordship  Opens  for  imperial  legislation  a  ^eld 
even  more  extensive  than  Her  Majesty's  Ministers  may  have  expected ;  for  it 
admits  of  an  appropriation  of  the  rents  and  profits  arising  from  future  sales  to 
religious  ;p]irpoBe8  generally,  and  without  restricting  them  to  such  onlv  as  are 
Protestant." 

|t  appears,  indeed,  to  go  much  beyond  the  object  of  the  Imperial  Act 
7  &  8  Gieo.  4,  c^p.  62,  in  authorizing  not  only  the  interest  or  profits  of  the 
sums  of  money  to  be  produced  by  the  sales  of  lands,  but  ?ven  those  capital 
sums  also,  to  be  applied  to  any  immediate  religious  purpose  as  fast  as  they  may 
be  collected. 

But  as  the  application  of  the  money  directly  produced  by  the  sale  of  the  whole 
mass  of  reserves  to  present  and  fleeting  purposes  would  be  at  complete  varianoe 
with  the  original  design  of  /the  appropriation,  as  well  as  the  views  which 
appear  to  have  been  always  entertained  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  such  a 
course  can  hardly  be  favoured  so  long  as  the  support  of'^religion  forms  an  object 
of  public  policy.  /* 

It  may,  inideed,  beiMsonably  presumed  that  the  Provibcial  Legislature,  not- 
withstaziding  the  latitude  of  construction  which  the  Bill  nuty  bear,  did  not  intend 
that  tbp benefite  to  be  dispensed  by  it  should  be  transient/and  open  to  the  parti- 
cipation of  none  but  the  passing  generation.  ' 

In  dWing  to  religious  purposes  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  a  portion 
of  land  tequal  in  value  to  one-seventh  of  all  the  Unds  granted  in  the  province,  it 
can  scartily  be  supposed  that  there  was  any  other  object  in  view  than  to  extend 
the  blessed  influences  of  the  Christiaij,  faith,  by  aflfording  to  the  people,  steadily 
4|nd  permanently,  through  sticcessiv^  generations,  the  means  of  religious  instruc- 
tion ;  and  in  the  carrying  of  such  views  duly  into  effect,  it  seems  most  prudent 
f&d  judicious  that  the  mterest  On  the  principal  produced  by  the  sales,  and  vested 
in  the  public  <  funds,  and  the  interett  alone,  should  be  annually  distributed  in 
some  determinate  and  satisfactory  manner. 

On  the  presumption  that  views  somewhat  similar  to  these  may  be  entertained 
by  Her  Miyjesty's  Government,  it  would  have  afforded  me  the  utmost  gratifi. 
cation  if  the  sotu-ces  of  information  within  my  reach  had  enabled  me  on  this 
potion  to  transmit  to  your  Lordship'  a  full  and  particular  statement  of  the 
numbers  belonging  to  the  various  religious  communities  at  present  existing  in 
,.tiie  province. 

Great  and  manifold  are  the  differences  of  opinion  which  have  prevailed  upon 
this  point ;  and  in  order  to  terminate  them,  a  provision  was  last  year  introduced 
into-  the  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of  township  officers,  requiring 
eMh  assessor,  in  taking  the  customary  annual  (kasvu,  to  specify  in  separate 
columns  the  various  religious  professions  of  the  inhabitaiits  within  the  circuit  of 
W«dt>ty.

The  amount  of  annual 
levenue  arising  from  these  several  sources  is  expended  in  paying  the  salanes

fiut  while  time  is  required  for  the  due  development  of  the  resourceS'whieh  the 
reserves  are  capable  of  yielding,  and  which,  under  the  most  favourable  circum- 
stances, cannot  satisfy  all  claimants,  your  Lordship  will  remark,  that  there  is  no 
immediate  prospect  of  extendfng  that  additional  degree  of  aid  to  the  ministers  of 
various  religious  denominations  which,  in  consideration  of  the  spiritual  destitu- 
tion of  the  province  under  the  circumstances  of  an  increasing  population,  your 
Lordship  will  naturally  be  most  solicitous  to  afford. 

There  is  a  mode  of  increasing  the  annual  revenues  which  yet  remains  .tn 
be  noticed;  viz.  the  sale  of  the  national  stock,  and  the  investment  of  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  in  provincial  securities,  by  which  meastire  the  interest  obtained 
would  be  increased  from  three  per  cent,  payable  in  London,  to  six  per  cent, 
payable  here.  /^^ 

The  propriety  of  such  a  transfer  of  the  investment  from  national  to  provincial 
securities  will  dependttiuch  upon  the  view  which  Her  Majesty's  Government 
may  take  of  the  state  of  the  finances  pf  this  country.  Into  this  subject  I  have 
fully  entered  in  another  Despatch  (No.  131). 

Assuming,  however,  that  all  the  means  of  improving  the  income  from  the 
reserves  have  been  resorted  to,  I  find  that  there  will  be  a  deficiency,  which,  if  the 
Bill  relating  to  the  casual  and  territorial  revenue  should  be  assented  to  in  its 
present  shape,  can  be  supplied  from  no  other  disposable  fund. 

It  is  true  that,  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  <tay,  the  capital  constituting  the 
endowment  may  be  trenched  upon ;  but  I  hold  this  point  as,  at  the  present 
moment,  suitable  only  for  discussion  by  Her  Majesty'8  Ministers  and  the 
Imperial  Parliament,  since  it  involves  a  question  in  which  future  generations  are '' 
pei-uliariy  interested,  %.  whether  or  not  there  shall  be  a  permanent  provision 
&  the  inculcation  of  %ie  Christian  faith  among  the  people  of  this  province  in 
all  time  to  come. 

Although  1  have  bestowed  much  time  upon  this  important  subject,  I  think  it 
proper  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  much  still  remains  for  me  to  do  in  the 
investigation  of  many  details  connected  with  the  clergy  reserves  ;  for  although 
I  have  thought  it  most  prudent  to  keep  within  bounds  in  estimating  theij 
proceeds,  I  shall  be  much  disappointed  if  they  caunol  be  made,  at  a  very  early 
period,  far  more  productive. 

In  my  Despatch  of  14th  ultimo,  I  exprtjsed  my  belief  Uiat  meetings  would 
be  called  for  the  purpose  of  prolonging  the  agitation  which  has  existed  in 
this  couiRry  respecting  the  clergy  reserves,  and  of  influenaag  the  proioeedings 
in  England  upon  the  Bill  authorizing  their  disposal ;  1  am,  boWeVter,  happY  to 
say  that  my  anticipations  upon  this  point  have  not  been  realized.  No  pablic 
meetings,  that  I  am  aware  of,  have  been  held  in^wr  part  of  the  country,  and 
tht  a^tation  that  I  expected  seems  confined  tMB  columns  of  some  of  the

With  reference  to  tny  Despatch  to  your  Lqrdship  of  the  8th  June,  No.  135,  For  Sir  G.  Arthui'i 
I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  herewith  a  general  tabuiipted  Abstract  of  the  Returns,  Despatch,  8  June, 
showing  the  religious  census  of  the  population  of  Upper  Canada,  which  have  been  No.  13.5,  nde 
received  from  the  clerks  of  the  jpcace  of  the  various  districts  of  the  province,  in  {j,','t[Ju„  „"  ^ 
accordance  with  a  requisition  of  the  House  of  Assembly.

In  transmitting  this  document,  it  would  have  been  satisfactory  tp  me  to  have  je  August  1839, 
been  able  to  express  my  confidence  in  the  correctness  of  its  details ;  but  |  regret  No-  'i^'*  P*''/ 
to  state  that  the  imperfections  of  the  returns  from  which  they  have  been  compiled  }i,i,'Ho,iM'^O^m. 
are  such  as  must  altogether  invahdate  them  as  statistical  data  for  any  safe  mens,  15  Aug.

U  will  at  once  be  apparent  to  your  Lordshigjthat  these  returns  exhibit  three  p 
material  defects  :  ^ttt- 

1st.  The  general  want  of  uniformity  p^PBing  them  as  regards  sectarian 

divisions  of  particular  denominations. 
2d.  The  incredible  relative  disproportions  between  the  details  for  the  various 
districts,  as  compared  with  one  another,  and  considered  with  referepcE;  to 
the  entire  district  community.  \ 

3d.  The  great  and  striking  deficiency  between  the  aggregate  of  the  different 
religious  denominations,  and  th^t  of  the  entire  population  oLtlie  pro- 
vince, as  instanced  more  particularly  in  the  cases  of  the  Midland,  Home, 
Gore,  Talbot,  and  Western  districts. 
The  first  defect  is  best  accounted  for  by  the  circumstance  of  no  sufficiehtly 
precise  form  of  return  having  Ijeen  prescribed  by  the  House^  of  Assembly,  to  the 
want  of  experience  of  the  returning  officers  in.  matters  of  this  nature,  and  to  the~ 
inadequate  value  which  was  probably  attached  to  the  compilation,  notwithstand- 
ing the  repeated  injunctions  of  the  Government. 

The  second  defect  is  readily  explained  by  the  acl^flowledged  fact,  that  in 
many  instances  the  returns  comprise  the  number  of  fOmiliet  of  any  particular 
religious  persuasion,  and  in  others  the  number  jjfindividttals,  without,  however, 
such  discreptmcies  being  in  any  case  so  pointed  out  as  to  admit  of  tiieir  being 
rectified.  .'     "'  ) 

The  third  defect  may  be,  infl)art,  though  perhaps  not, wholly  explained  by 
the  observation  appUcable  to  the  second;  and  the  only  means  of  solving  the 
difficulty  presented  by  the  difference  of  numbers,  would  seem  to  be  by  dividing 
the  deficiency,  amounting  to  nearly  a  sixth  part  of  the  popujation,  among  the 
chief  denominations,  according  to  ^he  proportions  which  they  severally  beai'  to 
each  other,  as  they  at  present  stand.  '"  » 

The  large  propi)rtiori  of  persons  who  appear  in  the  returns  as  professing  no 
religion,  must  be  viewed,  I  fear,  as  a  lamentable  and  distressing  result  of  the 
sectarian  disagreements  that  have  agitated  this  community  for  so  many  years 
past,  and  be  further  traced  to  the  conse<iu?nt  want  of  adequate  rehgious  instruc- 
tion genertilly;  ^ 

To  an  extent,  however,  it  may  probably  be  referred  to  carelessness  on  the  part 
of  4n  oflBcers  who  were  required  to  ascertain  the  religious  sentiments  of  the 
parties,  or,  to  what  is  no  less  likely,  the  refusal  of  many  pi  the  parties  them- 
selves to  avow  them>^  **      , 

For  these  considerations,  my  i^Htl,'  I  feel  that  I  cannot  safely, recommend  the 
present  document  as  exhibiting  more  than  ati  approximate  estimate  of  the  numbers 
of  the  various  religious  bodies , into  which  this  comipunity  is  divided;  and,  as. 
such,  in  the  absence  of  more  authentic  information  on  the  subject,  I  trust  that 
it  may  not  prove  altogether  useless  to  Her  Majesty'sGovemment. 
"i  Considermg  the  present  state  of  the  question  rejipMting  tb^  clergy  reserves,  the 
imperfections  in  the  returns  now  furnished  are,  much  to  be  reg^retted ;  but  as  they 
are  so  conspicuous,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  ihe  Provincial  Legislature  will  see  the 
propriety,  in  the  ensuing  Session,  of  devising  .means  to  uwure  greater  accuracy

Extract  of  a  DESPATCH  from  Lord  John  liimell  to  tlie  Right  honourable 
C.  Poulett  'JTiovison,  dated  Downing-street,  7  September  1839. 

The  last  of  the  reserved  Bills  of  the  late  Session  has  reference  to  the  long;  con- 
troverted sutyect  of  the  clergy  reserves.  To  this  Bill  the  royal  assent  could  not 
have  lawfully  been  given,  until  it  had  been  laid  30  days  before  either  House  of 
Parliament.  It  was  not  until  the  1  ."ith  August  that  I  received  ifom  the  Lieutenant- 
governor  the  document  necessary  to  enable  me  to  fulfil  the  requisition  of  the' 
Constitutional  Act  of  1791.  It  was  therefore  impossible  that  the  Bill  should 
be  finally  enacted  by  the  Queen  in  Council  until  after  the  commencement  of  the 
Parliamentary  Session  of  1840.  But  had  this  difficulty  not  arisen,  there  were 
other  motives  which  would  have  effectually  prevented  the  acceptance  of  this 
measure  by  Her  Majesty.  Parliament  delegated  to  the  local  legislature  the  right 
of  appropriating  the  clergy  reserves,  and  the  effect  of  the  Bill  is  to  re-transfer 
this  duty  from  the  local  legislature  to  Parliament,  with  ifparticular  restriction. 
I  am  advised  by  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown  that  this  is  an  unconstitutional 
proceeding.  It  is  certainly  unusual  and  inconvenient.  Her  Majesty  cannot 
assume  that  Parliament  will  accept  this  delegated  office  ;  and  if  it  should  not  be 
so  accepted,  the  confirmation  of  the  Bill  would  be  productive  of  serious  prejudice, 
and  of  no  substantial  advantage.  It  would  postpone  indefinitely  the  settlement 
of  a  question  which  it  much  concerns  the  welfare  of  the  provinces  to  bring  to  at 
close ;  besides,  I  cannot  admit  that  there  exist  in  Uiis  country  greater  facilities 
than  in  Upper  Canada  for  the  adjustment  of  this  controversy  ;  on  the. contrary, 
the  provincial  legislature  will  bring  to  the  decision  of  it  an  extent  of  accurate 
information  as  to  the  wants  and  general  opinions  of  society  in  that  cbuntry,  in 
which'  Parliament  is  unavoidably  deficient.  For  all  these  reasons  He?, Majesty 
will  decline  to  give  her  assent  to  this  BiU;-

less  true  in  itself  than  it  is  applicable  to   the  present  state  of  things  in  this 

jirovince ;  and  I  humbly  conceive,  therefore,  that  it  would  have  been  better  to 

have  left  the  solemn  decision  of  the  legislature  to  the  judgment  of  the  tribunal 

to  wliich  by  law  it  is  referred,  unattended  with  any  attempt  to  overrule  that 

decision  by  such  aid,  and  unaccompanied  by  further  excitement  within  this 

countrj'. 

It  becomes  my  duty,  however,  to  inform  your  Lordship,  that  whatever  may 
be  the  success  of  the  Bishop  of  Toronto  in  jirocuring  signatures  to  petitions,  the 
opinions  which  his  Lordship  holds  upon  the  Clergy  Reserve  Bill  are  not  shared 
by  the  greaf  mdjolrity  of  the  communicants  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  that 
the  charges  so  unhesitatingly  brought  against  the  members  of  the  legislature. ... 
^\,  belonging  to  that  church,  "  of  defection  and  treachery,"  are  entirely  without 
^  ^  fouhdation. 

4s  notorious  to  every  one  here,  that  of  22  members  being  communicants  of 
the  ClitK(^  of  England,  who  voted  upon  this  Bill*  only  eight  recorded  their 
opinion  infevQur  of  the  views  expressed  by  the  right  reverend  prelate,  whilst  in 
the  legislative  cbuiicil  the  majority  was  still  greater ;  and  amongst  those  who' 
gave  it  their  warrne§K^pi)ort  are  to  be  found  many  gentlemen  of  the  highest 
character  for  independendc^^d  for  their  attachment  to  the  church,  and  whose 
views  in  general  politics  differfrein  those  entertained  by  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment. 

Upon  this  latter  imnt,  I  should  not,  p^ri^ps,  have  thought  it  necessjwy  to  say 
any  thing,  but  that  the  accusation  thus  broughMrainst  a  most  respectable  bbdy 
of  "men,  and  which  is  likely  to  be  repeated  in  KnglanJMjas  produced  a  very  strong 
feeling  here,  and  I  have  been  urged  to  take  an  opportumty^Qfaffording  the  means 
of  contradicting  it. 

With  regard  to  the  feeling  generally  upon  this  Bill,  I  am  most^happy  to  be 
able  to  state,  that,  apart  from  some  irritation  which  has  been  produced  %  his 
address  amongst  those  wha  consider  themselves  maligned  by  it,  there  prevails 
the  utmost  contentment.  Since  the  Bill  passed  the  Assembly,  I  have  had  the 
opportunity  of  receiving  communications  fropi  different  parts  of  the  province, 
and  it  is  with  sincere  pleasure  I  have  learned,  that  men  of  all  political  and 
religious  opinions,  with  very  few  exceptions,  unite  in  a  -feeling  of  satisfaction  at 
the  question  being  disposed  of..  Opinions  have  not  ind^  been  changed  with 
regard  to  the  disijosition^of  the  fund.  Its  appropriation  to  education  or  pubhc 
works,  instead  ofto  religious  purposes,  would  have  been  preferred  by  the  ma- 
jority, but  stil)/ihe  immepst^  advan,tage  of  removing  this  exciting  and  irritating 
subject  from -the  arena  of  discussion  is  admitted  by  all,  except  the  very  extreme 
parties  on  either  side.  Many  members  of  the  Assembly,  who,  whilst  they  ad- 
mitted the  importance  of  arriving  at  a  settlement,  felt  themselves  compelled,  by 
their  former  pledges,  to  oppose  the  distribution  contained  in  the  Bill,  have,  since 
its  passing,  communicated  to  me  the  satisfaction  with  which  their  constituents 
viewed  the  termination  to  agitation  on  the  subject  which  may  now  be  expected ; 
and  I  believe  that  no  circumstance  Oiovld  tend  so  materially  to  diminish  good 
feeling  towards  the  mother  countrj-,  or  shake  the  confidence  which  is  felt  in  the 
British  Pariiament,  as  any  difficulty  which  might  Ife*  interposed  in  England  to 
the  confirmation,  by  Her  Majesty,  of  the  measure.

Viewing  •!  '"  this  light,  I  was  induced  to  believe  that  the 
invitation  would  be  gladly  aacepted,  and  therefore  did  I  rejoice,  that  all  religious  con- 
tention would  disappear,  and  that  henceforth  the  only  rivalry  among  the  different  bodies 
of  Christians  in  the  province  would  be  to  promote  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of

The  distance  of  the  supreme  authoritjf  ffoni  the  scene  of  conflict  and  hostile  opinions 
which  irritate  neighbourhoods  and  perpl^  the  province  renders  it  best  qualified  to  explain 
its  own  act ;  and  if  it  be  necessary  to  modify  the  provisions  of  the  31st  Geo.  3,  c.  31,  for  the 
maintenance  of  it  Protestant  clergy,  it  is  the  only  authority  in  whose  decison  the  parties  more 
immediately  interested  will  be  found  willingly  disposed  to  acquiesce. 

Instead  of  this  wise  and  conciliatory  course,  other  counsels  have  unfortunately  prevailed. 
The  question  of  the  clergy  reserves  has  been  again  returned,  and  a  bill  has  been  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  authority,  as  injurious  to  the  Established  Church  as  it  is 
repugnant  to  the  31st  of  Geo.  3,  c.  31,  and  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  British  Con- 
stitution. ILL 
U  i«  not  my  intention,  on  the  present  occasion,  to  enlarge  on  the  numerous  evils  which 
this  Bill,  were  it  unhappily  to  become  lawj  must  inevitably  produce;  but  a  brief  notice  of 
some  of  the  more  prominent  is  required,  in  order  to  convince  you  of  the  necessity  of  a  prompt  ' 
appeal  to  the  supreme  Legislature. 

It  begins  with  depriving  the  national  church  of  nearly  three-fourths  of  her  acknowledged 
property,  and  then,  as  it  would  seem  in  mockery  and  derision,  offers  her  back  a  portion  of 
her  own,  so  trifling  as  would  be  totally  insufficient  to  maintain  her  present  establishment, 
which  is  chiefly  supported  by  the  offerings  of  the  faithful  in  England— otfbrings  which  ought 
to  be  transferred  to  other  destitute  colonies,  bo  soon  as  the  clergy  reserves  become  pro- 
ductive. The  Bill  proceeds  not  only  to  compromise  the  principles  and  interests  of  the  church, 
but  to  endanger  the  cause  of  protestantism,  by  fostering  endless  division,  and  perpetuating 
r^igious  discord.  „  j       •       j-    • 

By  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  the  clergy  and  ministers  of  religion  are  made  stipendiaries 
and  dependents  on  the  colonial  government ;  and  to  seal  their  degradation,  It  confers  on 
the  Governor  in  council  power  to  invest  the  funds  arising  from  the  sales  of  the  reserves  irii 
provincial  debentures  (at  present  unsaleable),  which  the  first  financial  difficulty  will  sweep 
away.  It  thus  leaves  (in  such  an  event)  the  clergy  and  their  families  in  helpless  and  irre- 
mediable poverty.  «-.  ,     j  • 

The  Bill  next  proceeds  to  trample  on  the  feith  of  the  British  Government,  by  destroying 
the  birth-right  of  all  the  members  of  thfe  Established  Church  who  are  now  in  the  province, 
or  who  may  hereafter  come  into  it ;  to  all  of  *hom  the  ministrations  of  their  religion  are 
secured  by  the  most  solemn  pledges  and  the  law^f  the  land.  -,«..■ 

SToieover,  the  details  of  the  Bill  promote  error,  schism  and  dissent,  against  which.,w^  are 
bound  to  pray ;  add  while  it  seeks  to  degrade  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of  Enela^dirta^ 
an  equality  with  unauthorized  teachers,  it  sacrifices  to  expediency  the  highest  and  holie^  T 
principles. 

Such  are  a  few  of  the  many  evils  which  the  measure  is  calculated  to  produce,  but  for- 
tunately it  is  one  of  those  which  must  be  tested  by  much  higher  authority  than  in  the  colony. 
After  passing  our  legislature,  it  has  to  be  submitted  to  the  British  Pariiament;  and  we  may 
t«st  assured,  that  a  measure  so  completely  subversive  of  tU  that  forms  the  glory  of  the 
British  Constitution  will  never  be  allowed  by  that  august  and  enlightened  body  to  become 
law  in  any  colony  of  the  empire. 

On  the  whole,  we  need  be  under  no  great  apprehensions  in  regard  to  any  measure  likely 
to  pass  the  provincial  legislature  on  the  subject  of  the  clergy  reseryes ;  reckle»s  injustice 
in  their  disposition  will  not  be  permitted ;  and  although  the  church  may  appear  friendless  and 
in  peril,  from  the  defection  and  treachery  of  some  professing  members,  she  has  many  devoted 
sons  in  the  colony.     But  if  any  of  her  children  incline  to  despondency,  let  them  turn  their  ^ 

eyes  to  England,  where  we  have  protectors,  both  numerous  and  powerful,  watching  our      ■ 
struggles,  and  holding  out  ttt^  Jband  of  fellowship  and  assistance.  '    •■• 

InLondon,  the  venerable  societies  for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel,  and  for  promotmg 
christian  knowledge,  with  our  reverend  primate  and  the  bishops  and  clergy,  and  a  large 
portion  of  the  laity,  have  manifeited  a  lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  colonial  church. 
TTiey  have  entered  into  our  present  depressed  condition  with  kind  and  affectionate  feebng. 
They  rejoiced  in  the  testimony  which  I  gladly  bore  to  the  exemplary  piety  and  zealous  labours 
of  my  clergy,  and  the  generous  efforts  of  our  people,  which  have  been  increased  under  the 
discouragement  ofmany  difficulties  and  trials  to  which  they  hSve  been  exposed  for  several 
yean. 

These  venerable  bodies  and  individuals  have  made,  and  continue  to  make,  exertions  for 
the  benefit  of  the  distant  members  of  the  church,  much  beyond  all  former  efforU  ;  and  the 
— Jesuit  of  these  pious  exertions,  while  it  calls  for  our  heartfelt  gratitude  to  Gpd,^an^  ftff^- 


tionate  thankfulness  to  our  benevolent  fathers  and  brethren,  is  ftll  of  encouragement  both  lor 
them  and  for  us.

That  your  [Lordships']  petitioners  are  611e*wTth  the  deepest  regret,  that  throughout  Her  |>«titionen  maybe, 
Majesty's  C(donial  ]M)98e8sion8,  and  especially  ih  thes<.'  North  American  provinces,  the  prqvv- 
sion  for  religious  instruction,  according  to  the  doctrine  and  discipline  ol  the  United  Church 
of  England  and  Ireland,  is  totally  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  inhabitants. 

That  such  wants  have  l)een  largely  incrcusod  of  late  years  by  extensive  emigration  frcjm 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland;  and  that  the  religious  destitution  of  the  emigrants,  thus  remored 
from  the  spiritual  advantages  which  they  enjoyed  at  home,  and  cut  off  from  the  opportunflies 
which  were  there  afforded  them  for  worshipping  God  after  the  manner  of  their  fathenj,  is 
truly  deplorable.  ' 

That  the  provisi<m  hitherto  made  for  the  religious  instruction  of  flic  members  of  the  , 
Established  Church  in  these  colonies,  and  more  eHjiccially  the  tracts  of  laiul  in  thts  province 
of  Upper  Canada  called  clergy  reserves,  which  have  been  set  apart,  under  the  authority  of 
Parliament,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  pro|estant  clergy,  are  sought,  not  merely  by  individuals, 
but  by  Her  Majesty's  present  Administration,  to  be  alienated  and  diverted  from  their  original ' 
d^tination.

I  HAVE  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of  tlie*»i  of  .February,  GovemorThomson, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  an  address,  which  has  appeared  in  the  pirolic  journals  of  ''"     ^^^    '  ■*"' 
Upper  Canada,  from  the  Bishop  of  Toronto  to  the  clergy  and    laiety  of  his  ^       1 

diocese,  urging  them  to  petitioif  against  the  progress  of  the  Bill  which  has  been  ""■s^-*  -''' 

passed  by  the  legislature  of  the  province  for  the  final  disposition  of  the  clergy  ,.  Jf. '  " 

reserves. 

After  the  full  and  free  discussion  which  this  question  has  recently  undergone, 
and  the  deliberate  decision  which  the  legislature  have  expressed  upon  it,  I  was    • 
not  prepared  to  expect  that  the  Bishop  of  Toronto  would  gee  fit  to  engage  in  tliis 
species  of  agitation  against  the  measure. 

The  recorded  opinions  of  his  Lordship,  as  to  the  injury  to  society  and  to 
the  interests  of  religion  which  is  likely  to  spring  from  such  a  system  of  excite- 
ment, would,  as  you  have  shown,  have  justified  the  expectation  that  he  would 
have  abstained  from  adopting  it  on  this  occasion.  I 

"It  is,  however,  highly  satisfactory  to  know,  beyond  the  possibility  of  dispute, 
that  80  many  respectable  and  influential  members  of  the  Church  of  England  in 
the  province  have  viewed  the  measure  in  a  calmer  and  wiser  spirit;  and  I 
earnestly  trust,  that  if  not  obstructed  in  its  passage,  it  will  be  found  to  realise 
the  object  for  which  it  was  framed,  and  on  account  of  which  it  has  been  so 
strongly  supported  by  all  classes,  and  will  remove  an  element  of  discussion 
Wjhich  has  been  so  long  the  fruitful  source  oT  irritation  and  discontent,  and 
which  could  only  be  protracted  at  the  risk  of  the  best  interests  of  the  province.

Extract  q{  a  DESPATCH  from  the  Right  honourable  C.  Pouletl  Thomson 
te  Lord  Jo/m  BusiieU,  dated  Toronto,  J  3  February  1840. 

I  M*nt  impress  upon  you  the  necessity  of  distinguishing  between  the  State  of 
the  two  iH-ovinces,  both  with  reference  to  the  subject  of  tithes,  and  also  to  that 
o^^e  clergy  regefyes. 

In  Lower  Canada,  not  only  does  the  law  give  the  tithes,  but  they  are  paid 
without  a  murmur,  and  no  difficulty  whatever  exists  in  their  coIlectioTi,  according 
to  the  scale  which  usage  has  justified ;  but  in  this  pro  vines?"  tfiough  it  might 
perhaps  be  contended  that  by  law  tithes  could  be  exacted  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
clerg)-,  any  attenijjt  to  (jnforce  such  a  provision  would  utterly  fail ;  and  there  is 
no  legal  support  whatever  practically  afforded  to  the  clergy  of  that  denomina- 
tion, which  is  now  occoming  so  numerous. 

Again,  the  disposal  of  the  clergy  reserves'  in  Lower  Canada  has  never  pro- 
duced the  least  excitement.  The  Catholic  Clergy  being  well  provided  for,  the 
Catholics  have  no  need  of  any  share,  and  have  no  claim  to  any.  The  distribu- 
tion may  be  i)rovided  for  either  by  the  Imperial  Parliament  or  by  the  united 
legislature ;  and  in  either  case  I  would  recommend  that  the  division  should  be 
made,  according  to  numbers,  amongst  the  different  religious  denominations  of 
Protestants.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  of  very  little  moment  in  that  province ; 
but  in  Upper  Canada,  as  I  have  already  informed  your  Lordship,  this  question 
is  the  one  all-absorbing  and  engrossing  topic  of  interest,  and  has  b^en  for  years 
past  the  principal  cause  of  the  discontent  and  disturbance  which  have  arisen, 
and  under  which  the  province  laboured 
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
